The Czar Instructs the Russian 


Minister to Depart Under 


Chinese Escort! 


SUSPICION OF POWERS AROUSED 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 11.—The Of- 


ficial Messenger today publishes the 
following: 


"The foreign office received a tele- 


gram today direct from M. Be Giers 
(the Russian minister at the Chinese 
capital) from Pekin. 


"The dispatch was evidently taken 


by special courier to Tsi-Nan from 
the capital of Shan-Tun, and was 
thence telegraphed August 7 by the 
local yamen. 


4-M. DeGiers announces that the 


siege of the legations continues, the 
besieged still having some provisions 
left. 
The Chinese government pro- 


poses to transmit the ministers' mes- 
sages and that they leave Pekin. 


"As the ministers had not sufficient 


guarantee, they replied that 
they 


must receive the permission of their 
governments before leaving the city/' 


The Messenger then announces that 


the czar's approval has been given 
for M. Be Giers to start for Tien-Tsin 
with his entire staff and the marine 
guard, on condition that the assur- 
ance is given at Pekin and that the 
emperor afford them sure guarantee 
that the journey can be undertaken 
without danger. At the same time 
M. Be Giers is instructed to call at* 
tention to the heavy 
responsibility 


the Chinese government will incur 
should there be the slightest infrac- 
tion of the inviolability of the per- 
sons accompanying him to Tien~Tsin.

NO OFFICIAL ADVICES. 


London, Aug. 11.—The Russian 


government's permission to M. De- 
Geirs and his staff to leave Pekin 
under Chinese guarantees while the 
United States and other governments 
tell their ministers to hold out till 
relieved, is the subject of much com- 
meut in London, where supposed 
Russian designs* are closely 
scru- 


tinized, 
A special dispatch from 


St. Petersburg attributes to Russia 
the intention to fill Manchuria with 
troops and not let go of that terri- 
tory when the present ebulition is 
over. 
The Russian war office ex- 


pects to have 142,000 men and 242 
guns in Siberia by the end of Sep- 
temper. 


Shanghai has received no news 


from Che Foo or Tien Tain today, but 
a dispatch boat from Taku is ex- 
pected at Che Foo tonight. 


The total number of allies in the 


province of Pe-Chi-Li is 38,000, with 
114 guns. 
The total by August 30 


is expected to be 78,000, with 280 
guns. 


The Chinese minister, Sir 
Chih- 


Chen-Lo'Feng-Li»h, in an interview 
today said the ministers* of the pow- 
ers in declining to leave Pekin had 
undoubtedly complicated the situa- 
tion, adding that if the allies pushed 
on to the capital it might have the 
effect of 
involving 
the southern 


provinces in great trouble. 


Only today, the minister contin- 


ued, he had received the information 
that the proposed landing of Indian 
troops at 
Shanghai 
had already 


caused grave apprehensions and this 
would be an exodus of Chinese mer- 
cants. If these troops were landed, 
he pointed out, others would of course 
follow and great conflicts would re- 
sult, 


r The minister also said that if the 
powers had adopted his suggestion 
and opened negotiations 
with Li 


Hung Chang matters might have 
lieen arranged. The march of the 
allies on Pekin, the Chinese diplomat 
further remarked, would probably 
endanger the foreigners' lives, add- 
ing that telegrams had already been 
received showing that trouble had 
arisen in this connection. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Up to the 


present time the Chinese legation 
has not been advised of Li Hung 
Chang's selection as envoy to nego- 
tiate for peace in behalf of China. 


But the report is credited by the 


Chinese minister here, who says that 
Earl Li is eminently qualified to per- 
form such service in case the im- 
perial government determines upon 
such a course. 


As stated, however, the fact that 


peace overtures are eminent have 
not been officially communicated to 
the minister here or, so far as is 
known, to the state department.

While the state department does 


not attempt to fix a date upon which 
the Conger message left Pekin, the 
officials are inclined to believe that 
it was one of the messages smuggled 
out of Pekin before the imperial edict 
was issued removing the restriction 
upon the transmission of cipher mes- 
sages. 


The date of the edict was August 


>. There is little that is new in the 
message beyond the ominous reitera- 
tion of Mr. Conger's statement that 
the situation was desperate. 


The concluding sentence 
of Mr, 


Conger's message, saying that the 
legationers are prepared to hold on 
indefinitely no matter what the out- 
come may be, is considered gratifying 
intelligence, because it indicates that 
the besieged ministers are not grow- 
ing faint-hearted and will stand out 
to the bitter end. 


This message, like the others that 


have preceded it, contains no intima- 
tion that any of the numerous mes- 
sages forwarded by this government 
have reached the beleaguered foreign- 
ers in the Chinese capital. 


CHINA AGAIN APPEALS. 


General Gaselee, the English com- 
mander at the front, contains few de- 
tails not already known. 


General Gaselee's *tatement shew* 


that the Chinese occupied trenches 
and that the foreign forces were com- 
pelled t? assault them. Presumably 
after forming their line, the allies 
were obliged to charge over a 
stretch of territory, three miles in 
extent, directly into the teeth of the 
Chinese rifle and shell fire. The in* 
tense Wt which prevails in that «c- 
tion of China at this season of the 
year 'gives the officials of the war de- 
partment a full realization of the 
arduous work which such a charge 
involved and the news that there 
were many prostrations and deaths 
from sunstroke creates little sur- 
prise. Perhaps the most important 
statement in the dispatch is the one 
to the effect* that the next move of 
the allies is yet unknown. 


Whether Admiral Remey makes 


this statement on his own account or 
whether he intends to be understood 
that the statement was included in 
General Chaffee's telegram from the 
front, the officials at neither the war 
mor navy departments are certain 
from the wording of the cablegram. 


The general belief, 'however, is that 


it is General Chattels own statement 
It is known that the commanders of 
the allied forces, when they arranged 
for the advance from Tien Tsin, had 
agreed to make Tang Tsun the 
jective. 
This statement was con- 


tained in General Chaffee's dispatch 
outlining the plan of the advance 
movement. It is presumed, there- 
fore, that having carried out success- 
fully the plan for the movement as 
at Yang Tsun, the commanders of 
the allies will have to go into con- 
sultation again to decide upon the 
further course of the advance front 
that point to Pekin. 


This is considered unfortunate, ow- 


ing to the possibility that dissensions 
and jealousies may arise which 
delay further advance. 


EDICT WILL BE FRUITLESS. 


Washington, Aug. ll.-A member 


Washington, Aug. 11,—The vice- 


roys of China, including Li Hung 
Chang, have addressed a request to 
the United States government to use 
its good offices with the powers to 
stop the landing of foreign troops at 
Shanghai. 


The state department received the 


communication today from Minister 
Wu, who received it last night. 


The document states that an agree- 


ment was made about a month ago 
by which the foreign governments 
exercised the right of protection over 
the city of Shanghai. 


This protection, it is claimed, can 


be amply carried out without 
the 


landing of troops, as, the viceroys 
state, twenty warships are now in 
the harbor and are able to protect the 
interests of foreigners and maintain 
order. 


The viceroys also urge that the 


landing of troops will incite disorder.

TEACHING BLIND CHINESE. 


Among the English speaking peo- 


ple who are now in Pekin are Bev. 
W. H. Murray and his wife, says the 
Sew York Tribune. 
Mr. Murray is 


the inventor of the numeral type, 
which he designed primarily for the 
use of blind Chinese. 
But so sim- 


ple did the system prove that it has 
since been employed for the illiter- 
ate, who have never been able to 
learn the 4,000 bewildering ideo- 
graphs which are essential to a 
knowledge of the Chinese language, 
and which takes six years of patient 
study to acquire. Mr. Murray spent 
eight years in developing and per- 
fecting the system, which is based 
upon the same 
principle as the 


Braille system, employed in this 
country. 
But, having no alphabet, 


as here, he made the dots represent 
numerals instead of letters, and then 
numbered the 408 sounds of Manda- 
rin Chinese, which is spoken in Pe- 
kin, 
By this means each sound is 


represented by its 
corresponding 


number and is indicated by a com- 
bination of dots. 
Blind 
persons 


have mastered the system in three 
months. 
For the use of seeing peo- 


ple he connects 
the dots with 


straight lines, and the result gives 
the simple' „ series of geometric 
forms— lines, angles and squares. 


The blind people of Mr, Murray's 


school recognize in these forms their 
| own symbols, and not only print the 
1 books for seeing people, but teach 


them to read and write. 
The first 


blind woman to learn to read 


taught by an eight-year-old boy, be- 
cause she could not be instructed by 
a man* 
She, in turn, taught other 


women, and was the means of the 
establishment of a school for blind 
women. 
Some of the pupils in the 


school were rescued from pools where 
they were cast away to perish, be- 
cause their parents could not be 
troubled with blind children.

Murray is a Scotchman.

Silk In 


The manufacture of silk has for sev* 


era! centuries been the chief business! 
of Lyons, France. 
The Romans es- 


tablished works there in the third cen 
tury A. D. for the manufacture df 
cloth of gold and silver, but every ves- 
tige of these was swept away by north- 
ern invasions. The present silk indus- 
try was taken there from Italy and 
Spain aud the Levant about the year 
14GG under the fostering care of Louis 
XI. He imported machinery and weav- 
ers with the expressed purpose of di- 
minishing the stream of gold then flow- 
ing into foreign countries. It is re- 
corded that five mines of silk at that 
time cost froci 300 to 400 francs, or 
from 48 to 60 francs ($0.20 to $11.58) a 
yard, money then being worth about 
four times its present value.

missions in Asia. 
M. Louvet, who 


was formerly a missionary of the 
China, gives some idea of the amount 
received by the missionaries there 
when he says: 
"The annual salary 


of a missionary ranges from $100 
to $125 a year, in addition to suck 
help, more or less uncertain, as hi! 
family or friends in Europe may 
send him." 


Continuing, H. Louvet tells that 


the amount of money sent to the 
mission in western Cochin China, 
where he was, is entirely inadequate 
to the needs of the work, that liv- 
ing is high iu that province, and that 
some of the missionaries went with- 
out some of the necessaries of life in 
order to maintain the work, although 
the climate is debilitating and the 
men suffer more from the privations 
than they would at home.

have I envied the rich re- 


sources of the Protestant mission," 
he says. 


The conditions in China, so far aa 


the 
remuneration of the

Catholic missionaries is concerned,

The mystery of Pekin, in which but 


one horror seems to be clearly estab- 
lished so far, the assassination of 
Baron von Xetteler, the German Am- 
bassador, calls' attention to the few 
similar tragedies known to history, 
Even semi-civilized or barbarous na- 
tions have always recognized the in- 
violability of the emissaries of 
nations, yet history knows of a few 
deeds which violated this usage. On< 
of these crimes, though it had no 
the consequences which the Pekin 
horror is Ukely to Imve, was 
mitted ninety years ago in Germany 
and the mysterious circumstances ac 
companying it^ are of peculiar inter 
est even now. 


The victim of this crime, which ha 


never been altogether Solved, wa 
Benjamin, earl of Bathurst, envoy ex 
traordinary of Eengland at the cour 
of Vienna and at the headquarter 
of Archduke Karl, the Austrian com 
mander-in-chief against the armies o 
Napoleon L, which then invaded Ger 
many. 
The crime was committed 


on November 25, 1809, in tne village 
of Perleberg, in the Prussian Prov- 
ince Brandenburg. On that day Lord 
Bathurst, who was on a political mis- 
si on from Pressbur g to London; 
passed through the small Prussian 
town, remained there about eight 
hours, reported to the commander of 
the garrison, Captain von'Klitzing, 
who detailed a guard of two men for 
the English envoy, and on the even- 
ing of that day Lord Bathurst disap- 
peared without leaving any trace.

Thus it appears that Lord 


Bathurst was the victim of a brutal 
crime for gain which

toned for, though the names of the 
upposed guilty parties are known. 
WHEN BATHURST DISAPPEARED

saved at all. Such talk may sound 
very brave while all is going well 
in life with them; but if it shall 
occur that their moral eyes are open- 
ed, so as to let them see and burvey 
the account as it stands between 
every child of Adam and Almighty 
God, we believe their cry will be, 
"Oh, beggar that I am, what have I 
of my own to give to GodP" If any 
one takes his own notions as his 
standard of judgment he may delude 
himself that he is all right and safe. 


I knew a man who by a singular 


concurrence of circumstances got on 
quite rapidly in financial prosperity. 
But so indifferent was he to the rules 
of business that he kept no books, 
boasting that he had all his accounts 
in his head. This lasted for no great 
length of time, and when a pressnre 
came and facts of his liabilities began 
to stare him in the face his fate in 
complete bankruptcy was settled. He 
was amazed to find indebtedness aris- 
ing like flightened birds in flocks. 
Some people suppose they need no 
Bible account ;they keep everything 
between them and God in their heacl. 
But one of these dark days which 
come upon debtors will rise with ray- 
less clouds over them, and they will 
know the need of a Savior's mercy. 
Who can answer "for one of a thou- 
sand"" of his transgressions? 
Who 


can count his shortcomings? Who is 
able to settle successfully with an 
awakened conscience? 
HOW TO OBTAIN FORGIVENESS 


When we know and acknowledge 


our need the word of Jesus (lesson 
verse 27) is just suited to our neces- 
sity, The King of the kingdom of 
heaven forgives the debt. As to the 
conditions on which the debt is for- 
given nothing is said -at this point. 
Elsewhere and all through the scrip- 
tures we are taught on what condi- 
tions our God forgives men's sins. 
No great truth is taught in one and 
only one oracle of holy writ. Every 
Vital truth of our holy religion is on 


more than "sorry;" He is incensed 
and so righteously indignant as to 
visit condign punishment upon that 
uncharitableness. 


Few forms of prayer have been used 


more frequently 
than the Lord's 


prayer, "Our Father who art in 
heaven." But can we understand the 
shock it would give an uncharitable, 
unforgiving soul if all the signifi- 
cance of one of the petitions in that 
prayer should strike him at oncep It 
is this: "Forgive us our debts as we 
forgive our debtors." There we ask 
God to hold against us everything we 
have done to offend Him as we hold 
it against others. That is, some hold 
it against others, not all. There are 
generous and forgiving natures who 
find no difficulty in forgiving natures 
who find no difficulty in forgiving an 
offense. This whole piece of instruc- 
tion by Jesus bristles with intense 
feeling against those who sternly 
hold others to strictest account while 
they crouch and cry for mercy from 
the Most High. 


TO ADDRESS A wOVEKEIGN. 


The simple title "Madam"—re- 


duced in practice to "Ma'am"—is, as 
most people know, all that serves 
between Victoria and her court to 
mark the former's dignity as the 
ruler of la world-wide empire. Had 
Britain a king he would be no more 
than "Sire," the old French form of 
"Sir," sacred to royalty. With us 
the term "Your Majesty" is only for 
servants and ceremonial occasions. 


Not everyone is aware7 however, 


that there are few othei courts where 
this wholesome simplicity prevails. 
The emperor of Germany is "Majes- 
tat"—there is no pronoun in the ti- 
tle—to all and sundry, even to his 
family, 
except when 
in absolute 


privacy. The emperor of Austria is 
"Eurer Majestat" at all times and 
under all circumstances; the king of 
Greece is "Votre Majeste"—French 
being the court language, and our re- 
cent visitor, the king of Sweden, is 
"Ers Mtajcstat." 
Their royal con- 


sorts are addressed with the same 
formality* 


Only at the courts of Belgium and 


Italy may the sovereign be greeted 
as "Sire" or "Madame," though the 
etiquette of the Russian court per- 
mits it when the French language is 
being used. When Russian is being 
spoken Nicholas II, is to his courtiers 
and officials "czar"—employed, like 
the Prussian "majestat," without a 
pronoun. To the lips of a Russian

Nobody doubted in those days that

she had deposited a reward of £1,000 
with jt Beilin banker for the recovery 
of the body. From Perleberg Lady 
Bathurst went to Paris, where, on 
March 10, 1810, she was received by 
Napoleon. 
The latter indignantly 


denied that either he or his officials 
had anything to do with the affair, 
and he consoled with the disconsolate 
widow in apparent earnestness. The 
great political events which soon fol- 
lowed caused the Bafchurst affair to 
be forgotten, though English officials 
r.nd histroians have never ceased to 
ascribe the bloody deed to the ac- 
count of the great CorMcan. 
NAPOLEON SEEMS GUILTLESS. 
In reality

Mr. Braun has found many curious 
results from the crossing of butter- 
flies and moths and by actually graft- 
ing parts of one insect upon another. 
The astonishing 
liberties that can 


be taken with some of them is little 
short of miraculous> but they do not 
seem to disturb the subjects partic- 
ularly* His researches have taken 
him into the woods and fields where 
tha insects grow and thrive, and in 
his greenhouse he is copying nature 
as nearly as he can, He has cocoons 
of all kinds tucked away in odd cor- 
ners, growing and thriving under his 
watchful eye. He knows all the con»- 
ditions attending their birth and 
breeding and will be able to judge 
therefrom the predominant influence 
to leave its mark upon the wing of 
the full blown butterfly. 


In many of the simple varieties he 


has already solved the secret of the 
color scheme an,d can sesure the re- 
sults he desires in the live insects, 
but it is the more elaborate and 
complicated patterns he is striving 
for, and to secure these he depends 
largely upon breed and food. He has 
established an extensive system of 
correspondence with all corners of 
the globe and hopes in time to be 
able to set free in his glass-covered 
nursery a perfect specimen of what is 
known as the humming bird moth. 


Already he has rendered material 


service to the farmer and florist by 
the development of several 
sturdy 


but not really 
handsome moths, 


whose duties will consist in carrying 
the pollen from flower to flower, and 
serving in the same capacity 
for 


many ordinary flowers as the humble 
bumble bee does for red clover, which, 
it is well known, never thrives unless 
the bumble bee is" there. 


MAY USE JAPANESE COAL* 


Samples of Japanese coal have been 


tested by order of the war depart- 
ment, and it is announced that the 
tests have demonstrated 
that this 


coal compares favorably with

product of American mines, Japan 
being so near Manila it is probable 
that the quartermaster's departmeni

THE "BUMMERS" OF WAR. 


Dec^ Reckless, Criminal or I*. 
dkfous, Committed bjr Them 
During the Rebellion. 


am.

LEWIS. 


There waa no man in civil life to 


whom the term "bummeV' was applied 
previous to 1861. The wer brought out 
the man and the name* Sherman's 
"bummer's" gained a reputation over 
[those of any other army, but every 
command held ite free lances, apd they 
were more or less of a factor in the 
field. 


The "bummer" of the war was 


neither a guerrilla nor a robber in 
point of fact, though the element had 
ita dregs. He was a man restive of dis- 
cipline. He didn't shirk fighting, but 
be wanted to fight when and how he 
pleased. His appetite craved some- 
thing better than army rations, and he 
also had) a curiosity to know what was 
going on between the lines. No mat- 
ter how stringent the orders or how 
watchful the provost guard, the "bum- 
taer** found a way to get out of camp 
end go wandering about. The advance 
guard of a marching army, whether 
cavalry or infantry, always found the 
free lances ahead of them. Xow and 
then they acted as scouts and brought 
til valuable information, but as a rule 
they h»d> little concern except for 
themselves. 


Saving the ProTO»t Guard* 


1 Just before Hooker set his army in 
inarch for Chancellorsville a provost 
yuard of 100 men was ordered out to 
round up a lot of "bummers" who 
were raiding the country to the east. 
Pour or five men had been overhauled 
and made prisoners, when the guard 
lode into a confederate ambush in tht 


farmhouse in every direction, By some 
circumstance about 40 of them reached 
a certain farmhouse at the same time, 
and; finding only a woman and two 
cr three children about, they killed 
the only pig left, devoured the last 
few chickens and plundered the house 
of whatever took their fancy. As it 
was a rafny night they took up their 
quarters in the barn. No sooner were 
they settled down than the woman 
took her children and se-t out for help, 
and after walking seven mites she en* 
countered a confederate picket post 
and told of the game in the trap. Be- 
fore midnight the barn was surround- 
c-d an<4 every "bummer** captured, and 
some of them had not got back to their 
regiments when the war closed. 


BnrnBld«'a Order. 


A month before Gen. Burnside was re* 


liered of Ins command the "bummer" 
element was called to his attention so 
forcibly that he issued more stringent 
orders than had ever before gone out. 
It was announced that any soldier who 
should be found absent from his com- 
mand without a pass would be impris- 
oned during the remainder of the war, 
with a forfeit of all pay and allow- 
ances. The provost guard was in- 
creased and ordered to do constant 
scouting, but the "bumming** went on 
just the same. Then came a second or* 
der, to the effect that any soldier ab- 
se;n$ for two days without leave should 
be considered a deserter and treated 
Accordingly. This brought back some 
of th£ men .to duty, but oue of the oro-

woods and a sharp fight began. Un- 
known to either aide, a crowd of about 
50 "get-awnys" were encamped in the 
lame p»*ce of woods about half a mile 
away. As soon as the firing begah. they 
seized their mu&keta, fell into line, and 
•under command of one of their num- 
ber they marched through the woods 
and fell upon the enemy's flank and 
routed !bim. But for their timely ar- 
rival and the way they fought not a 
man of the provost guard would have 
escaped. They had1 been raiding farm- 
houses, and some of them were wear- 
ing women*s bonnets and skirts aa 
they went into the fight. Three or four 
of ihe fellows were killed, but the body 
cf them escorted the guards back to 
within a mile of our lines and then sent 
a dozen fat chickens to Qen. Hooker 
ae a token of their esteem. 


Uoldiag IP * Bank. 


Perhaps the first confederate bank 


raided by union soldiers was one at 
Charlestown, Va., as Milroy was mak- 
ing his way up the Bhenandoah val- 
ley. 
"Bumming" was in its infancy 


then, but a dozen of the fellows found 
themselves ahead of the army and re- 
solved to strike for a big stake. They 
made a sudden attack on the town at 
daylight and then dashed in and made 
for the bank. They broke in the door 
with an ax, obliged the banker to un- 
lock his safe, and something- like half 
a milHon dollars was carried away as 
they retreated. A day later they bun- 
died up $100,000, strapped it on the 
back of an old lame mule and hired a 
farmer to deliver the "weakih"' to Gen. 
Milroy In person. Accompanying the 
money waa a note which advised the 
general to bribe the confederates to 
keep ahead of him and do no fighting. 
As hi* military maneuvers had been 
checkmated right along and his repu- 
taflon was under a cloud, it w«s a hard 
ahot at him. The story got to Wash- 
ington and wa« commented on by Pres- 
ident Lincoln, and it has been asserted 
that the president's levity caused the 
genera! to tender hi» resignation* 


A W0M»n'» *t0*»*«t». 


When Stonewall Jackson flanked in 


ont*ope the "bum-mera" were scattered 
over a large extent ofterritory. There 
*«« not u company in any regiment 
which had not contributed at least ont 
man. They went roaming in squads ot 
three or four over highways where no 
commander dared send les» than half 
A tttgiment, *ad many were *hpt or 
taktn prisoner. Enough were left, 
Iffmracttti UrrUx 1U mo*]* O/ evety 


fessibhalft at least eame* into lie ad- 
quarters solely in search of informa- 
tion. . He did not get to see the gen- 
eral in person, but he had an interview 
with one of the staff, and, holding up 
a printed copy of the last order in his 
hand, he said: 


"Kurnel, the bfcys kind of want to 


know what this means, and have sent 
me in to find out." 


MCan*t you read?" demanded the 


colonel. 


'More or less, but we can't jest git 


on to the hang of things. Is the war 
coming to an end?" 


"It doesn't look like it." 
"That's the way we all argue, and be- 


ing as Gen. Burnside can't down Lee 
in a square fl^ht why don't he let us 
go ahead and eat him out of house and 
home till he has to surrender?" 


The "anxious inquirer" was sent to 


the guardhouse pending a retunfto his 
company, but he managed to get away 
in a day or two, and the next thing 
heard of him was a scrawl in. which be 
said that four of them had run a con- 
federate calf into the woods and would 
divide the veal with headquarters if a 
regiment was sent\o assist them to 
make a oaptnro. Had Burnside hung 
on he might have issued a third order, 
but even had it announced instant 
death a»the penalty of "bumming" he 
could not have abolished it. 


.t Cfcdght in the Sprlnfr- 
A portion of Ouster's command was 


scouting towards Berryville one day 
before the battle of Winchester when it 
came upon a queer state of affairs at a 
farmhouse. Two 'hours previously a 
gang' of seven "bummers" had come 
along ftiid 'started in to loot the house. 
The farmer was a confederate soldier, 
who wa* home on furlough to be nursed 
for a wound in the thigh. He was not 
able to leave his bed, butttis wife hand- 
ed him his musket,^ nnd he shot one of 
the men dead and drove the rest out. 
They did not go away, however, bdtyT 
determined to kill him and burn the 
house in revenge. 
He had his bed 


drawn to the door, end being propped 
up he kept them away from the rear of 
the house, while tm wife, who was 
armed with an old revolver, fired often 
enough to prevent any approach to the 
front. There was d spring house of 
solid build a few rods from the back 
door, and the "bummers" entered it 
to regale themselves before closing 
on the house. The doof opened in wards, 
And while they were playing 
with ta« ttttk pttt tht aroma «p-

wructure tva» too. solfct to 
town, and at there waa but one win- 
dow, the men tried to make their es- 
cape that way. Propped up In his bed, 
with his wound paining him at every 
movement, the confederate fired at ev- 
ery head thrust out, and his bullets 
flew go close that nil attempts were 


9 abandoned. \Ve found him with 


his musket in hi* grasp and a dead 
man on the floor, and we also found the 
soldiers huddled together in the spring* 
louse. The confederate could have 
>een carried off a prisoner of war, but 
ie was not disturbed. On the contrary, 
while a hundred blue coats were di- 
viding their rations with the wife, the 
officers were making cash donations 
to the husband. As for the "bummers," 
they were turned over to the rank and 
file to be kicked, and they got a dose 
to be remembered all their days. Cus- 
ter rather favored a man who set out 
for adventure between the lines, but 
he had no mercy en looters and rob- 
bers. 


Th« Gettrcbvrff Cantp*l**. 


As the confederates were fighting 


mostly at home there were few "bum- 
mers" in comparison. There were guer- 
rilla bands who robbed friend and foe 
alike, but individual soldiers were not 
given to it. The golden opportunity 
came when Lee invaded Pennsylvania. 
Before crossing the Potomac he issued 
thestrictestordersagainstlooting, but 
they were observed only in Maryland. 
When the Yankee state was on«e 
reached thousands of men went to for* 
aging on their own account. They 
were ahead of the army — behind it — 
on both flanks. They foraged on horse- 
back,, on foot and in wagons. For 15 
miles on either side of the highways 
they did not miss a farmhouse. The 
first callers gobbled the horses. The 
next wanted provisions. 
The next 


looted the houses. Men on foot bore 
away looking-glasses, trunks, bedding, 
crockery, 
tinware— anything1 
they 


could carry. Those on horseback had 
great bundles in front and behind 
them. In a train of 23 confederate 
wagons captured on the retreat was 
found almost every article in use by 
civilized people. The "bummers" had 
taken plow points, dcrng teeth, old liar* 
ness collars, rusty spikes, cracked jugs, 
kegs of vinegar, handleless axes, and 
even the "old oaken buckets" from the 
wells. There were crowbars and iron 
wedges; there were buggy wheels and 
lace curtains* There were farmers' 
boots, children's shoes and women's 
slippers, and hosiery belonging to all 
of them. In one wagjon a family Bible, 
two checkerboards, an old gua barrel, 
children's picture books, Webster's 
dictionary, a lot of Cucumber pickles 
and a worn-out harness were flung- 
into fa box together. The Pennsylva- 
nia Dutchmen were the principal suf- 
ferers, and they did not get through 
filing claims for five years after the 
war. No houses or barns were burned, 
but no farmer escaped being despoiled. 
Not one in a dozen of them had time to 
hide anything, und a quarter of an 
hour after the first "bummer" showed 
up the farmer was a financial wreck. 
Nine-tenths of the stuff loaded up \vas 
worthless to the captors, but forage 
and commissary supplies were thrown 
away to take it in. After the battle of 
Falling Waters, when Lee finally 
crossed the river, he left on the Penn- 
sylvania shore about SO broken-down 
wagons. In one of these was a Dutch 
bedstead of mahogany, which looked 
to be 200 years old, and it was so heavy 
that it must have taken four men to 
lift it. In another was an iron safe, 
empty, and with one hinge broken. II 
weighed 300 pounds, and what its cap- 
tors were going to do with it was a 
puzzle. There was at least one big 
looking-glass to every wagon, and the 
various rag carpets put together woulc 
have measured two miles. A coffin- anc 
a tombstone were about the only two 
articles missing.

First of all I believe in total absti- 


nence from alcoholic liquors from the 
point of view of health. To be well, 
and keep well, should be the aim of 
every sane human basing; but perfect 
health is not compatible with the 
taking of narcotics. 


To begin with, the drinkers, wheth- 


er moderate or immoderate, are not, 
according to their own story, quite 
well. With rare exceptions they all 
plead something- wrong- with health 
as a reason for taking such a power- 
ful drug. Here are t> few ot the rea- 
sons for taking alcohol, given at a 
drawjng-rxx>m meeting, and they were 
not given shyly either, but with a 
sort of quiet, complacent pleasure, as 
though the speakers felt it a mark 
of distinction to have "a pain in my 
side/* "a poor appetite," 4ia sluggish 
liver,'* "a weak heart," "a skin that 
doesn't act," "neuralgia,1* "nervous 
feelings,** "a badly set arm," "cold 
feet," and last but not least, "weak 
sight!** 
It would appear that the 


weak brother (or sister) was much 
in evidence at that meeting. Be that 
as it may, if these sufferers were 
speaking the truth, they were, one 
and all, condemning the 
medicine 


they were taking; but when 
the 


total abstinence advocate recommend- 
ed their leaving it off, for a few 
months at any rate, and giving some 
other treatment a fair trial, they were 
wonderfully unanimous in their fixec 
intention of going on with it. 


Now and again one meets with peo- 


ple in apparently excellent 
health 


who are alcoholic drinkers because 
they declare it keeps them well, "sup-

of wine, a teaspoonfnl of brandy, or 
a tumbler of beer. No matter how 
well the drug-drinker may appear 
to be to-day, there is a sure and cer 
tain morrow coming in which nerve?

required of them.

METALS GET TIRED. 


It is a fact of comparatively recent 


discovery in 
chemical 
metallurgy 


that metaU lose their vitality from 
repetitions of shocks and strains, and 
may he said to suffer from fatigue- 
that is, they may be worked until 
their molecule* fail to hold together 
and then they are in a state of ex- 
haustion. 


As is familiarly known, bars of tin, 


rods of brass and wires of any metal 
will separate, owing to fatigue, if 
bent backward and forward continu- 
ously. 
But by careful experiments, 


however, the fact is made to appear 
that a remedy exists for this condi- 
tion of metals, if the overstrain does 
not border on rupture, and this rem- 
edy is very much like that which is 
applied in the case of an over-worked 
human frame—namely, rest. 


Feather-edged tools receive their 


vitality better than any other. Of 
course, the length of time required 
for this rest varies with 
different 


metals, and the amount of strain to 
which they have been subjected. 


Hard metals, such as 
iron 
and 


steel, use up one and two years in 
the process. On the other hand, soft 
metals, like lead, retain 
their co- 


hesive force longer and also require 
less rest. 


ONE OF OUR ANIMAL INSTINCTS. 


A scientist has lately discovered 


that our liking for the odor of 
flowers, and even for perfumes, is a 
mere animal instinct, Our ancestors 
were not always flesh eaters. At one 
time they, lived on all sorts of vege- 
tables, fruits and even grass. They 
therefore cultivated a keen sense of 
smell for these.things, and could dis- 
tinguish the sweet and Juicy from the 
sour and hard by means of their 
noses. This trait remains to us in the 
form of love cf sweet odorfc. And it 
is a remarkable fact that even fifty 
years ago people -were mu6h fonder of 
sweet smelling flowers than they are 
now.—New York Telegram.

SOME BOOTY WAS SECURED 


MESSENGER LANE GAVE BAN- 


DITS DESPERATE BATTLE 


Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 11.—A dar- 


ing murder and robbery was commit- 
ted on Pennsylvania passenger train 
No. £, which arrived here from St. 
Louis at 11:40 last night. Charles 
Lane, an Adams express messenger, 
formerly of St. Louis, but iccently a 
resident of Columbus, was shot and 
killed 
shortly 
before 
the train 


reached the union station in this 
city and the "local" safe was robbed 
of all the 
money and valuables 


which it contained. 


The robbers escaped, and, as they 


were not seen by any living person 
so far as now known, the affair is 
shrouded in mystery. 


NOT MUCH BOOTY. 


How much booty the robbers se- 


cured is purely a matter of specula 
tion. 
The safe robbed contained 


the packages of money and valua 
bles collected after the train left St 
Louis and the officials of the express 
company insist that the sum was no 
large. 


All the money forwarded from St 


Louis and points west, was in 
sealed safe, which was not disturbed 
by the robbers, probably for the rea 
son that they did not have time. 


The crime was not discovered unti 


the train pulled into the union sta 
tion here. 
When extra M^ssenge: 


Sheldon, of the Adams transfer offic 
at the station, went to the car, he 
was surprised to find the side door 
which is usually opened by the mes 
senger as the train pulls into th< 
station, closed. 
Pushing the doo 


back Sheldon was startled by th 
sight of Lane's 
body lying face 


downward in a pool of between th 
stove and the side of the car in thi 
forwaid end. The body was foum 
to have been liddled with bullets 
and there were evidences that a des 
perate struggle had taken place. 


RIDDLED WITH BULLETS.

fired into the man's back as he lay 
on the flooi. The bullets extracted 
were of 38-calibre. 
The 
robbers 


had taken the key to the local sat 
from the messenger's pocket, opened 
the safe and looted it of everything 
of probable value. 


The key was left sticking in th 


safe door. 
The messenger's revol- 


ver, with two chambers emptied, was 
found in the safe, 
where it had 


probably been kud by the robbers 
after being wrenched from his hand 


The murder was probably commit- 


ted just after the train left Milford 
Center, twenty-eight miles west of 
Columbus, where, it is believed, the 
robbers boarded the traiu. 
Conduc- 


tor Taylor saw and talked with Mes- 
senger Lane there. 
When the body 


was discovered it was cold and the 
blood clotted, showing that death 
had occurred at least a half hour 
previous. 


HAD CHANGED CLOTHES. 


Lane had washed and changed his 


clothes, preparatory to leaving the 
train, when attacked by the robbers. 
This he probably did near Milford 
Center. 


The robbers had no diflaculty in 


getting into the car after boarding 
the train, as the end door had been 
left open on account of the heat 


The tiain made only two stops be- 


tween Milford Center and Columbus, 
one at Plain City and the other at 
Marble Cliff, the latter five miles out 
of the city. 


At the latter place the train was 


flagged to take on a passenger, an 
old man. 
The police were first in- 


clined to the belief that the robbers 
got on the train at Marble Cliff, but 
the express officials do not entertain 
that theoiy. 
They think it more 


ikely that the robbers got off there 
as the train slowed up, coming into 
he city, 
All the city detectives were imme- 


diately sent out along the line of the 
railroad and they are scouring all 
the 
neighboring 
country. 
How 


many of the robbers there were is 
nov known, but it is considered cer- 
tain there were at least two, because 
of the number of bullets fired into 
the body of the express messenger. 


Early this morning two tramps 


were found in a box car near Marble 
Cliff and sent in on suspicion, but 
t is not really believed they had 
anything to do with the crime. Lane, 
tht mnrdtred messenger, was twen- 


ty-eight yean old and leaves a wife 
and child. 


Express officials still profess to be 


unable to make an estimate of the 
oss, saying until the way bills from 
11 stations between this city and 
St. Louis have been checked there is 
no manner in which they can fix the 
[mount. An engine which was sent 
»ut on the line eaily today iu an ef- 
ort to secuie some trace of tbe mur- 
derers, retuined about daylight with- 
out having seen or heaid of anything 
ike a clue. 


SCORES OF DETECTIVES. 


The entire local detective force, the 


detectives from both the east and 
west, all the laihoad and the express 
officials, as well as the police depart- 
ments within fifty miles, are using

Some time ago blood poison- 
ing ensued from an injury to his 
hand and Dr. Hammond is inclined to 
the opinion that this may be in part 
responsible for the attack of appendi- 
citis,

Ruhlin had violent hemorrhage o 


the nose and was bleeding from th 
ear. 
When the doctor reached th 


patient the latter was uuconsciou 
and only regained his senses unde 
the influence of powerful stimulants 
A short time after Ruhlin fell asleep 
but the attending physician though 
it best to remain with him for severa 
hours. 


About 6 o'clock this morning Ruh 


Hn had sufficiently recovered to b 
able to leave the baths and the doc 
tor accompanied him, it is supposed 
to Madden's home. 


After the arrival of the physicia 


at the bath house this morning he ad 
ministered strychnine to Ruhlin an 
applied ice bags to his head. Wate 
was dashed into Ruhlin's face an 
smelling salts were frequently ap 
plied 
between Ruhlin's alternat 


stages of collapse and revival. Afte 
an examination, the physician 
de 


clared that there were no internal in 
juries. 


The blow which Ruhlin 
receive 


on his head when he struck the stag 
at the knock-out, together with th 
blow in the solar plexus and the pun 
ishment he had received about th 
body was, the doctor declaied, 
re 


sponsible for his condition. 


It was the opinion of the attend 


ing physician that no serious result 
will follow. At 4 o'clock the hemoi 
rhage had ceased and Ruhlin wa 
lesting easy.

He steppe 
up last night over the unconsciou 
body of Gus JRuhlin, the man wh 
hammered all the sense out of Shar 
key. Old age came to the fore an 
tnumphed over youth. Fitzsimmons 
cold and calculating and merciless a 
a tiger, deliberately battered all bu 
the life out of the Akron giant, an 
put htm on the floor, dead to every 
thing, in six short rounds. 


For nearly six rounds the bald pat 


of Fitzsiramons shone like a livel; 
ball of mercury in the ring. All tn 
time the shining pate was tinge 
with crimson, but at no time was th 
light of courage missing from th 
visage it crowned. And when they 
picked Gus Ruhlin from the rosinc 
floor and carried him off like 
slaughtered member of the porcupin 
family, the yell of joy- that went up 
put a grin on the homely, freckled 
face of Fitzsimmons that made it al 
most radiant. 


ALL RUHLIN AT FIRST. 


Such a battle it was. One the one 


side the lean old warrior, hero of a 
hundred bloody frays, cool and ca- 
culating, full of resolve and confl 
dence, despite the handicap of years 


On the other the 
bulky, albei 


clean-limbed youth from Ohio, whose 
rise has been rapid, who had the ad 
vantage of youth and bulk. 


The disproportion of the size of the 


men was marked. Ruhlin was ner 
vous and gazed charily at his bald 
headed 
antagonist. 
Everything 


looked Ruhlin in the first round 
Amid a stillness that was almost 
fearsome the young man smote the 
old man as he pleased, it seemed 
Over the eye of the old man a place 
formed from which blood spurted 
The old eyes seemed wrong, the old 
head seemed to have lost its cun- 
ning. On every hand it was said 
"He's too heavy for Fitz."

In the beginning of the fight 
he landed his famous solar plexus, 
nd the theatrical visage of Corbett 
an the gamut of emotion from hope 
o despair. In the last four lounds 
Ruhliu bled like a fountain. He blew 
lots from his nostrils and spouted 
joie from a large green lump over 
his eye. When he went down the 
ast time his face hit the floor flist. 
He groveled in the losin as though 
he liked it, as indeed peihaps he did 
after what had put him there. 


Ruhlin 
could 
not have' sworn 


whether he was in New York or 
Akion, Ohio, after the fight. Fitz- 
simmons walked across to shake 
hands with him and put out his 
freckled fist to a drooping, inert 
mountain of bloody flesh. It may be 
that Ruhliu can distinguish a Broad- 
way car from a feiryboat about Sun- 
day night. 


No fighter ever lived who received 


such an ovation as the bald-headed 
old gladiator was accorded when his 
man went down. 
It was a just 


tiibute to him, too. 
MAKE HERO OF FITZSIMMONS. 


The excitement toward the end of 


the fight reached a painful pitch. 
Two partisans in the boxes engaged 
in a fight that put the grden in a 
furore, but the contest in the ring 
was too interesting to allow atten- 
tion to be diverted fiom it. Xo sum it 
all up, Ruhlin was beaten cruelly. 
Fitzsimmons was knocked down, and 
he was scarcely marked. At times 
the impact of the big body from Ohio 
tried him, but he always had a punch 
in reserve. Sometimes he played 
groggy with good effect, but on such 
occasions he almost gave his ad- 
herents heart disease. 


At the close of the fight hundreds 


of enthusiasts broke down the police 
guard, invaded the ring and would 
have kidnapped "Fitz" and put him 
on the Dewey arch had they been 
allowed. This mob broke down the 
press tables and caressed the heads 
of the reporters with their feet. That 
somebody was not seriously injured 
in the crush is one of the miracles 
that attend the movements of per- 
sons whose heads are 
upholstered 


with sawdust. 


"Fitz" after the fight was met by 


his 
triumphant 
wife, who 
had 


watched the .returns in a hotel close 
by. 
Ruhlin—well, 
nobody cared 


much where Kuhlin went. The de- 
feated prize fighter is surely a torn 
deuce in the pugilistic deck. 


It was a 
punishing, staggering 


fight, with the result 
in 
doubt a 


dozen times. And in the sixth round, 
down dropped Buhlin cold. He had 
been whipped by the fatal shift. 


Possibly there are crowds in this 


biood land who do not know what 
the fatal shift is. The shift is an 
assault used in fighting. It is not 
always fatal. 
When 
Fitzsimmons 


uses it, though, it is generally fatal 
to 
championship aspirations.

a fighter has to change feet with the 
speed of lightning. 
His right foot

Fitzsimmons always boxes in such 


manner that it is easy for him to re- 
sort to the shift.

ungainly, but there is a purpose in 
it all. You would think sometimes 
he was a victim of sciatica, the way 
his legs drag. He looks the "lean 
and slippered pantaloon of pugilism'7 


to those who are not onto his curves. 
In reality he is a crouching bundle 
of seasoned muscles and toughened 
sinews—a hard-fisted fellow, as cold 
as a fish and with an eye that no>tes 
every move on the Queenberry chess- 
board. 


KEEPS CLOSE TO RUHLIN. 


He was all of this last night He 


kept close to Ruhlin, flogging away, 
and at times fumbling. His knees 
were bent on occasions and his gait 
wobbly. 
His bony head was rock*

giant's blows in many a round, but 
there was never a sign of dizziness 
about the Cornishman. 


What a slugging match it was. It 


looked PS if Fitzsimmons was going 
to put aside all his knowledge of ring 
tricks and generalship to win out 
in a smash for smash fight. He went 
close to Ruhlin and began to slug.

the ring. Bob was arm weary. Ruh- 
Hn, whose plight was equally as 
serious, urged by a few words of ad- 
vice hissed from his coiner, flung 
his big gloves at the Cornishman's 
face. 
Bob bowed his head to the at- 


tack and Ruhlm's friends were 
fooled. 
They thought Fitzsimmons 


was all out and about to fall. 
The 


Comishman was simply fooling. He 
straightened up wit^ a grin on his 
countenance and hammered Ruhlin 
across the mat bringing him down 
near the ropes. 


The endurance displayed by the 


two men in the fifth round was 
marvelous. 
For the greater part of 


the time there was no attempt at 
guarding, and swings, hooks and 
straight punches lauded on their 
faces. 
Fitzsimmons' blows were the 


more telling. 
Ruhlin appeared to 


be tired of his job, but he still swung 
in a weary way in hopes of drop- 
ping his adversary.

Near the end of the lound Fitz- 


simmons showed more signs of 
trickiness than he did at any stage 
of the battle. 
He ducked and drew 


away, and it was very evident that 
he was trying to clear the road fox 
some paiticular punch. 


"FITZ" FINDS THE OPENING. 
The opportunity offered in

sixth round. 
Fitzsimmons was on 


top of Ruhlin from the first tap of 
the gong.

Ruhlin stood erect again, 


and Fitzsimmons acted as if intent 
on backing away* 


He halted suddenly and made a 


bluff motion with his right, and in 
hit- steel-blue eyes was an expression 
that might pass for from anything 
from a baby stare to a look of hor- 
ror. 
It gave no indication of what 


was passing in his mind.

came the left shift.

went forward and his left came back. 
His left glove crashed against 
lin's jaw with the sound of a brick 
striking an iron tank and the Akron 
giant fell to the ground an inert 
mass.

RAN TWO MILES. 


Friday afternoon Frank S. Luin- 


bard made a business 
trip to the 


Philley farm, two miles south of the 
city. While his rig was hitched the 
horse slipped its bridle and started 
on the return to the city at a pace 
that would land money in many of 
the race meets. The animal ran the 
entire distance to the city, coming 
down Calhoun street, 
and at the 


Pennsylvania railroad tried to make 
the crossing when the gates were 
down. The buggy was badly wreck- 
ed and the horse was captured soon 
after. 


Very few Fort Wayne people are 


now using the fluid dispensed by the 
city waterwoiks system, either as a 
beverage or for culinary purposes, 
Since the turning of the water from 
the feeder canal into the mains sev- 
eral days ago there has been a gen- 
eial and concerted rush to the flow- 
ing well at Swinney park, the big 
artesian well on the White outlots, 
near the Maumee river, and to the 
private wells all over the city. 


Peihaps the best estimate of the 


situation can be made after a brief 
visit to Swinney park. This well has 
always been a favorite, and not an 
evening passed but what hundreds of 
people visited the natural fountain to 
sip its waters and to carry away a 
supply for the home. Since the canal 
water made its advent into the city 
mains these hundreds have swelled 
into thousands, and there is now 
hardly a moment in the day that the 
Swinney park well is not surrounded 
by a throng of people awaiting their 
turn to get a supply of the water. 
Pails, jugs, jars, bottles and about 
every other conceivable varietv of 
vessel is brought into requisition to 
transport the supply, and people from 
distant sections of the city make the 
trip to the park in a constant swelter- 
ing, perspiring procession. 


The former facilitites proved total- 


ly inadequate to accommodate the 
crowds clamoring for the water, and 
this morning the board of works had 
four additional pipes placed at the 
well* The new pipes are two inches 
in diameter, with a T at the end of 
each, so that there are now twelve 
streams flowing from the well in- 
stead of but four, as formerly. The 
holes in the standpipe have also been 
plugged, so that the entire output of 
the well is now accessible from the 
pipes at the circumference of the 
basin surrounding the well, 


In the eastern part of the city a 


similar situation is seen, though per- 
haps not on quite so large a scale. 
Hundreds are carrying water from 
the artesian well upon the White 
tract, and the private wells in every 
part of the city are all supplying 
a quota that is far beyond customary 
usage. Many of -the shops and fac* 
tories where large wells are located 
have kept their pumps going con- 
stantly, and arranged to accommo- 
date private consumers within their 
immediate districts. 


The Bass Foundry and Machine 


company yesterday placed its own 
water works in operation. 
The sup- 


ply is drawn from a 320-foot well on 
Virginia street by a steam pump, 
which has a capacity of 300 gallons 
per minute, though it is only pump- 
ing 180 gallons per minute at pres- 
ent. The mains in the west side of 
Hanna street only are connected with 
this pumping service, though it is 
the intention to some day extend the 
service to the big foundries on the 
east side of the street. This water 
has the mineral taste which charac- 
terizes the water from the old ar- 
tesian well at the court house and is 
supposed to possess rare medicinal 
properties. A compressed air pump 
also is at work on the well and all 
day yesterday and today it kept flow- 
ing a stream of water from which 
hundreds of the citizens in that part 
of the city supplied their houses for 
drinking and cooking purposes*

water from wells, the former at the 
works and the latter from private 
wells in the neighborhood.

)NE SHOT TO DEATH AND THE 


OTHEE CREMATED. 


Goodland, Kas., Aug. 11.—The two 


men who robbed the Union Pacific 
rain near Hugo, Col., ninety raileo 
iasc of Denver, last Sunday moin- 
ng. and who shot and killed W. J. 
Fay, an aged passenger who resisted 


hem, 
are both dead. One was shot 


,o pieces by a 
sheriff's 
po*se, the 


other was bnrned to d*«ath in a sod 
house in which he had taken refuge. 


The two robbers met their Jeatu 


three miles east of this city after 
a battle with a posse of citizens com- 
manded by Sheriff William Walker. 
In the fight one of the 
men was 


killed, but not not until after three 
members of the posse had 
been 


wounded, two seriously and perhaps 
fatally. The other robber barricaded 
himself in a sod house and defied the 
posse. 
Sheriff Walker telegraphed 


to Superintendent Denel, of the Un- 
ion Pacific, urging him to send a 
piece of cannon to batter down the 
walls of the house, but before the 
aitillery arrived the house was filed 
and the man hidden within 
was 


burned to death. 


THREE IN POSSE WOUNDED. 
The members of the posse wounded 


in the battle and siege which pre- 
ceded the death of the robbers were 
J. Briggs, owner of the Commercial 
hotel of this city, and George 'Cul- 
lins, also a resident of Goodland. A 
third man, whose name could not be 
learned, sustained slight injuries. 


After the holdup on Sunday morn- 


ing the two robbers dropped off the 
train at Hugo 
and 
escaped. On 


Wednesday they went to the ranch 
of D, E. Bartholomew, three miles 
out from Goodland and 100 miles 
overland from Hugo, and asked for 
food and lodging for a few days. 
They said they did not want to go to 
town, as their clothes were ragged. 
Monday night a boy, whom 
they 


sent to Goodland to get the Denver 
papers, reported the circumstances. 
From the boy's description the men 
were believed to be the Hugo lob- 
bers. 
Yesterday morning a posse, 


consisting of Sheriff Walker, J. B, 
Biggs, George Cullins, E. C. Biddi- 
son, 
and several others, all heavily 


armed with rifles and revolvers, went 
over to the Bartholomew place from 
here* 
PURSUERS MET BY BULLETS. 
Walker and Riggs were the first 


to dismount and they proceeded to 
the house where the robbers were. 
One of the robbers caught sight of 
them and gave the alarm. &o sooner 
had Walker, a moment later, began 
kicking on the door, then he was met 
by a volley of shot from inside. The 
remaining members of 
the 
posse 


quickly lined up around the house, 
and for ten minutes bullets were ex- 
changed at a lively rate, the rifles of 


The robbers 
returned 
the 
fire 


strongly, and Riggs soon fell, hit 
in the breast and back. Finally one 
of the robbers jumped through a win- 
dow and made off in the smoke. Be* 
fore he had gone half a cloasn steps 
he fell, shot to death. 


Sheriff Walker, in the meantime, 


had forced his way toward the house, 
and was intent on getting inside. 
In the smoke and confusion Cullins 
got in the way of Walker's rifle and 
was shot in the back, being seiiously 
wounded. 


When the posse was removing Cul- 


lins the lone robber made bis way to 
a sod kitchen near by and ban leaded 
the door. The dead robber lay wheie 
he fell, his body within range of the 
house. 


BESIEGED HOUSE SET AFIKE. 
The man inside the 
house 
was 


armed with a lifte, and a too neai 
approach to the house drew his fire. 
About 4 o'clock some men, by crawl- 
ing through a cornfield, reached a 
shed near the house, and from this 
place threw two railroad fuses into 
the roof of the house, setting it on 
fire. It was not many minute un- 
til the entire building was in (lames 
but the robber made no sign. 
Hi* 


charred body was recovered front the 
luins of the biulcUng when the flic 
burned itself cut. 


Duiing the siege at the sod house 


the following telegram v/a» sent to 
Superintendent Deuel, of the Unim 
Pacific, at Denver, by SheniT Walker; 


"Have killed one of the tialn iob- 


bers. 
Want cannon to blov.' down 


south wall to secure the other, Can 
you send it?

In recent years the Chinese have 


been exerting no little influence upon 
Philippine affairs, there being 
no 


Jess than 50,000 of these queer Celes- 
tials among the population of Manila 
and thousands scattered throughout 
the islands, and 
according • to old 


Spanish records preserved in Manila 
the coming of the Chinese to Manila 
ami the Philippines dates back sev- 
eral centuries. Owing to the prox- 
imity of the Philippines to the coast 
it is quite probable that the Chinese 
had vteited the islands hundreds of 
years before they were known to the 
people of Europe. To this day a 
trace of resemblance to the Chinese 
can be distinguished in many of the 
Philippine tribes. 


The first Chinese invasion of the 


Philippines of which we have au- 
thentic record occurred in 1574, dur- 
ing the administration of Guido de 
Lavezares, the second. Spanish gov- 
ernor general of the islands. Li-Ma- 
Hong, ft noted corsair of the Chinese 
coast, arrived in Manila bay on No- 
vember 29,1574, with sixty-two ves- 
sels. His was a voyage of conquest 
and plunder, and before this time he 
hvl made a number of similar voy- 
ages to the various islands adjacent 
to the Chinese coast. He landed 400 
men under $io-Co, but this force was 
leadily repulsed by a force of 120 
Spaniards. In the first fight the de* 
fenders of Manila lost 
Martin de 


Goiti, who had come to Manila as the 
lieutenant of Legaspi, who planted 
the first Spanish settlement at Ma* 
nila, and became the first governor 
general of the islands. 
Goiti was 


killed while defending his own house 
and his loss was a serious one to the 
Spanish. 


When the first assault failed Li- 


Ma-Hong landed a body of 1,500 men 
and assaulted the Spanish position. 
Three hours after the battle began 
Salcedo arrived with reinforcements 
for the Spanish and the Chinese were 
soon routed. Li-Ma-Hong then set 
sail for the north and soon fortified 
himself at Lin gay en, in the province 
of Pafegasinan, 
Salcedo followed 


him with a force of 250 Spaniards 
and 1,500 natives and finally, nearly 
ten months after the Chinese corsair 
had first appeared in Manila bay, he 
was defeated and driven from the 
islands. In 1580, during the rule of 
Gonzala Ronquillo, the fourth gov- 
ernor general, another Chinese inva- 
sion was repelled, and about that 
time a Japanese piratical flotilla did 
much mischief, but was finally driven 
away. 


In the meanwhile quite a number 


of Chinese had located at Manila, 
In 1590 Gomez Dasmarinas became 
governor of the Philippines, and in 
order to guard against future inva- 
sions he built the great walls which 
surround old Manila to this day, and 
which, although moss-covered, are 
still in a good state of preservation. 
With their gates and moats and par- 
apets, these old walls present a cur- 
ious relic of the middle ages. The 
Chinese prisoners captured from the 
invaders who had come down from 
the Chinese coast were compelled to 
labor on these old walls, and most 
of the other Chinese in Manila were 
similarly employed. 


Under the rule of Gomez Dasmar- 


inas there occurred another event 
which has some connection with the 
Chinese in Manila* Iir 1593 he fitted 
out a fleet of six galleys and a num- 
ber of other vessels. These were 
manned by 400 Chinese oarsmen and 
carried a ftorce of 1,000 Spanish sol- 
diers, 400 native arquebusiers and 
1,000 archers and lancers. The ex- 
pedition set sail from Cavlte bound 
for the conquest of the Moluccas, 
and the strong boxes of the ships 
carried twelve thousand Mexican dol- 
lars for the payment of the necessary 
expenses* When a short time out 
to sea the 
squadron 
encountered 


severe storms, which requited the 
united efforts of all on board to resist. 
This danger was scarce over when 
the Chinamen mutinied and killed 
most of the Filipinos and Spaniard*, 
Gomez Dasmarinas among the others. 
Then they steered for the Chinese 
chart, but were driven to Cochin* 
China, where they were relieved of 
their spoils and most of them were 
killed. 


A little later the Philippines en* 


tered into trade with the Chinese and 


junks began to strive at 


Manila* In 1002 Pedro Bravo de 
Acuna became the head of the Span- 
ish government in the Philippine*, 
the following year there was a dis- 
astrous Are in Manila and the Chi-

Chinese in Manila, who then num- 
bered over 20,000. The first overt 
acts were the firing of houses and 
the assassination of travelers in the 
suburbs of the city. A general ter- 
ror seized the city, women and chil- 
dren sought refuge in the churches, 
and every man able to bear arms 
joined the forces which were levied 
for self-protection. The Chinese for- 
tified themselves in the Dilao church, 
but were soon driven out, and in the 
slaughter which ensued but few 
escaped with their lives. 


For a time the emigration of the 


Chinese to the Philippines was 
checked, but later the colony there 
began to increase. In order to check 
the growth of the pigtails the Span- 
ish then passed a law which forbade 
the presence of a Chinese woman in 
the irflinds, and this law is still in 
force. Today there is not a feminine 
specimen of the Chinese to be seen 
in che Philippines and the Chinese 
there have intermarried with the na- 
tives. In 1662 a Chinese filibuster 
named Koseng appeared before Ma- 
nila and demanded a heavy tribute. 
The governor responded by expelling 
every Chinaman in the city and kill- 
ing many. Then preparations 
for 


defense were made, but the death of 
the Chinese leader put an end to the 
trouble and the fleet sailed 
away, 


With the exception df the aid ren- 
dered to the English by the Chinese 
when they captured Manila in 1762, 
this ended the Chinese attempts to 
conquer the Philippines*

in the same way and with the same 
certainty the awakening of the Yel- 
low Terror of Asia marks the final 
war among all the nations of the 
earth, in the midst of which "time 
shall cease to be and the struggling 
hosts shall be stricken dumb in a 
moment." 


Prophet Jones is systematic. 
In 


the second and in the seventh chap- 
ters of the book of Daniel <he finds 
prefigured the story of the nations 
of western Europe; in the thirty* 
eighth and thirty-ninth chapters of 
Esekiel telling of Russia's place in 
the world. 
In Daniel xi. and xii. 


the so-called eastern question is 
described, and then Mr, Jones passes 
on to events which are still in the 
future, but which he declares are on 
the eve of fulfillment.

The most unique collection, no 


doubt, of art work in the world is 
that of Nathan Haywood Edwards, 
whose home is 
near Economy, 


Wayne county. 
Aside from the un- 


doubted merit and high artistic 
character of the work, it possesses 
the greatest interest by reason of 
the fact that the artist accomplished 
it without any instruction whatever 
and in spite of the greatest difficul- 
ties. 
If Buskin had been less vol- 


uble iu his definitions of art and ar- 
tists' tastes, and more liberal with 
his ideas concerning the source of 
the artist's gift, the case in point 
would be less confusing, albeit less 
interesting. 
Aa it is, the mind is 


enthralled in the attempt to dis- 
cover a cause for the existence of 
this powerful genius in this remote 
neighborhood far removed from art 
centers and absolutely removed from 
art circles and influences. 


It would seem that the hackneyed 


phrase about artists being born had 
been worked enough, but there are 
artists among Nathan Haywood Ed- 
wards' ancestors and their share of 
the credit is cheerfully accorded, in- 
deed, no other cause need be looked 
for, and even that is of light concern, 
for it was not mere theory that pro- 
duced these more than 300 exquisite 
articles of the carver's are, but a pa- 
tient industry second only in im- 
portance to the artist's genius of 
conception. 


INHEBITED ART INSTINCT. 
It has been said that the art gift 


itself is only the result of the moral 
character of generations. 
Without 


the gift there can be no manifesta- 
tion of the art. 
Further, without 


the right sort of a soul to guide and 
control, the art is bad, however dex- 
trous and cunning the hand. 
So 


much credit may be given to the 
books, but Mr. Edwards expresses 
in all of his words and actions a love 
for nature strong as life, and to that 
may be attributed much of his re- 
markable geuius. 
Surroundings af- 


fect the temper of even normal indi- 
viduals, and impressionable natures 
toay take their coloring from the 
natural surroundings. 
The dome- 


like hills, with velvet intervales, 
fields of fair extent clothed with 
greenest verdure waving and billow- 
ing in the summer wind; woods al- 
ternating with lovely meadows and 
rich cornfields, with tree and bush 
irregularly polka-dotting the smil- 
ing sun-bathed landscape, such as 
are to be seen from Mr. Edwards' 
beautiful country home, would bring 
a smile to any face and joy to any 
heart. 


The recurring changes of the year 


work miracles in a country land- 
scape, but there are compensations in 
all of nature's seasons. 
Stem au- 


tumn and grim winter do not wholly 
relinquish the means for man's en- 
joyment, for when spring's blossoms 
and summer's joy give place to tint- 
ed leaf and snow-covered fields, the 
heart of man is cheered by new and 
fresh emotions. 
To the landscape 


colorings; to the abundant harvests; 
to the sparkling 
streams; to the 


marvelous flowers; to his perfect love 
for all of these, and to his careful 
ear, which comprehends nature's 
full harmony, Mr. Edwards himself 
attributes his gift of artistic genius, 
but does, not entirely cast loose from 
the orthodox theory of heredity, for 
his, mother and maternal 
grand- 


mother were designers and makers of 
lace of the most beautiful and intri- 
cate patterns, and he traces his an- 
cestry to the Haywoods of England, 
famous in their day for their artistic 
attainments. 


INFLUENCES OF LANDSCAPE. 
It is a far cry from that distin- 


guished race of artists in Old Eng- 
land to the little log house near 
Economy, Ind., where Nathan Hay- 
wood Edwards was born in 1857. 
None of the luxuries of his ancestors' 
home were there, but grim condi- 
tions of forest and soil demanding 
man's industry and dominant hand 
to remove and rejuvenate. Sur- 
rounded by none of the influences of 
art, on the contrary compelled to 
submit to the hard lot of the farmer 
in those comparatively early days, 
the lad Edwards grew up in much 
the same manner as otjier boys of 
the neighborhood* 


He received a fair common school 


education at the district school in 
the village of Economy, and when 
the 
requirements of the village 


He would spend hours in carving 


images on gate pins, and decorated 
the slow bucket at the well *we«p 
with water nymphs and sirens. Ho 
object was too crude for his essaying 
hands, no exterior so rough ot un- 
couth but his artist's eye beheid 
something beautiful behind it. An 
old wooden pump stock, a jack-knife 
and a ten-penny nail furnished tho 
material and the tools for a beautiful 
piece of statuary yet in his posse*- 
sion. He calls it "The Actress Vase" 
and it is among the most exquisite 
works of art in his elaborate collec- 
tion. 
It represents the figures of 


four girls in fancy dress carrying 
a vase upon their shoulders. 
Tto 


figures are light and airy, while th* 
Vase, which is filled with vines and 
trailing plants, is mose graceful and 
elegant. 
The whole is charming in 


appearance, and it can scarcely be be- 
lieved that it is the work of an un- 
trained boy with no tools but those 
which his necessity furnished. 


THREW ART TO THE WINDS. 
But few of the many articles he 


carved from wood in his youthful 
days are now to be found. They were 
given away with the utmost lavish- 
ness And have been lost or destroyed 
in the ensuing years. The young 
artist was not permitted to indulge 
his artistic bent without opposition, 
for his father could see nothing prac- 
tical in it and commanded him to 
cease the folly and exert all of his 
time and strength to farming, from 
which the returns were perceptible 
to a fairly calculating tnind if the 
hands were industrious. 


There was one occasion, however, 


when his stern father relented for a 
time and expressed pride in Ms son* • 
When about 12 years old the boy 
was permitted to accompany his 
father to Richmond, where they vis- 
ited a "tombstone shop." The young 
artist was greatly interested in all 
he daw and watched the cutters chip 
off the pure marble with 'deep con* 
f 


cern. When he left two small /yfcg*^" 
ments of the white 0tone 
ing in his pocket. With only * 
three-cornered file he sculptured ottt 
two exquisite pictures in the frag- 
ments. 


One is entitled "Bweet Hour of 


Prayer." It shows a young girl in 
flowing night dress kneeling beside 
a cot. A candle burns on a table by 
her side. The draperies of the bed 
are turned back and the pillow looks 
as soft as down. The whole is beau- 
tifully realistic and charming. Bo 
found a bounding lamb in the other 
piece and set it so naturally that it 
is most lifelike. Those early pieces 
are yet retained by Mr. Edwards, 
who could not be Induced to part with 
them, 


One peculiarity, which may be no* 


ticed in passing, and which no doubt 
is common to artists, is that when 
Mr. Edwards discusses any one of 
the many pieces he has fashioned the 
same feelings are revived in him that 
were felt while working on it. The 
old hopes and fears, the old feeling 
of elation in having created « new 
image or design, and he feels the 
same pleasurable excitement 
and 


fascination with which lie became fa* 
mHiar when th6 work was under way* 


THE WRECK OP THE BODY. 
Mr. Edwards was not destined to 


remain long under the *nthrallm«nt 
of the farm. At the age of 10, when 
assisting to lift ft heavy stone on a 
wagon, he was paralyzed, and hi* 
work on the farm was over forever. 
Whether or not this Accident may bo 
attributed to divine interposition 
may be left to those who delight in 
discussing such questions. 
Tor a 


long time he remained entirely help- 
less, but eventually revocered the 
free use of his arms and hands and 
his mental faculties were unimpaired* 
His feet were drawn, and so remain, 
and his lower limbs yet refuse to 
perform their function without the 
use of a cane. Bis genius wai 
strengthened, for now it was un- 
restricted, and he was given free 
sanction to prosecute his artistic 
bent to the utmost. Ho further in- 
ducement was sought or required, for

DIFFICULTIES OF PBODTJCTION

Further, in the event that the ex- 
pression imparted be not the one de- 


In fthift branch of his work as in 


others he employs only original jle- 
•igns, and it betrays hi* great and U- 
exfeftvu'iUe fcet'tus. Mr. E4wu<U in- 
ftisitf th*t genius is something more 
than industry. While genius with- 
out implication would be vapid and 
meaningless, there must be the nat- 
ural benlt to give character and ex- 
pression to the work. 


A real work of art sheds an invisi- 


ble influence which may not be de- 
scribed, but which is as certainly 
there as is the material from which it 
is created. This influence is notice- 
ably present in all of Mr. Edwards* 
work, and instantly impresses the 
beholder. 


In the long years that followed this 


artist's affliction he has followed 
many devi'ces to occupy his active 
mind.

needle work he has studied and prac- 
ticed until he has become an adept 
with the needle. One piece of his 
work in particular deserves mention,

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When Li Hung Chang, who pro- 


nounces his name as if it were spelled 
Lee Hoong Shaang, visited the Unit- 
ed States four years ago, his name 
appeared on the register of the liner 
St. Louis as "Ambassador, senior, 
guardian of the heir apparent, prime 
minister of state and earl of the first 
rank with the title of Suy." These 
were all the titles he had at the time, 
but at the outbreak of the Chinese- 
Japanese war they were more numer- 
ous and signified that he was general 
manager of the army and navy and 
of the Chinese domestic and foreign 
affairs. 
The war was disastrous to 


his reputation in the empire, but it 
brought him fame abroad. 
Few 


people who had not followed affairs 
in the far east closely had ever heard 
of Li until the news was cabled that 
the emperor had ordered one of his 
buttons cut off. This was followed 
by the edicts depriving him of his 
peacock feather and his yellow 
jacket. 
The matter threatened to 


become an international scandal. The 
viceroy's clothes were a subject for 
universal gossip. 


The terms of peace which the dis- 


credited official secured from vic- 
torious Japan brought him into fur- 
ther prominence with the western 
world and for the last six years he 
has been the only oriental whose 
every move has been cabled to the 


el vice 


whom had boys had catted "foreign 
devils." 


"Let us use foreigners, but do not 


let foreigners UM us," was the motto 
the viceroy laid down for his guid- 
ance* In his position as supreinten- 
dent of coast depose he had to build 
up a system of fortifications, create 
a navy and equip and train an army* 
That he could accomplish so much as 
he did shows a marvelous versatil- 
ity, executive ability and talent i'or 
work. 


Everything was done in the face 


of tremendous opposition. 
On one 


occasion he put expensive machinery 
in the Kai Ping coal mines, to fur- 
nish fuel for the navy and the mer- 
chant'marine. 
A high 
official at 


Pekin protested to the emperor and 
asked for the voceroy's punishment 
for sacrilege. The extraction of coal 
by machinery, he complained, dis- 
turbed the bones of the empeioi'a 
ancestors in the cemetery forty miles 
away from the mines. At another 
time an official asked that Li be pun- 
ished on the ground that his intro- 
duction of foreign arts and appli- 
ances had angered the impetifcl dra-

CALLED ENGLAND'S BLUET. 


Count Muriavieff's most famous 


"coup" was the grabbing of Port Ar- 
thur. Concerning that bit of active 
diplomacy on the part of the late 
Russian minister, the following story 
is being told: Mouravieff, it is said, 
heard of the psychological moment in 
the negotiations during the Chinese 
crisis of two years ago of Queen Vic- 
toria's avowed determination never to 
sign another declaration of 
war. 


With this knowledge at command he 
held the key of the situation in the 
far east, says the New York Press* 


He knew that Great Britain would 


not "risk a war," and, therefore, he 
read the brave talk about the "open 
door" with a smile, and received Lord 
Salisbury's protests thereby as signi- 
fying so many pretty phrases and his 
veiled threats as simply Muff, In 
this, say those who believe th'e story, 
lies the explanation of that sudden 
withdrawal of the British •ships of 
war from Fort Arthur after they had 
gone in with such brave parade. 
They were sent as an ultimatum, "but 
the admiral discovered that there was 
nothing at the back of the ulti- 
matum. 


In short, Muravieff's discovery 


of the alleged determination of the 
queen never to sign another declar- 
ation of war enabled hint to accom- 
plish without a shot what Russia had 
secretly been striving to reach for 
centuries. 
In the language of the 


new diplomacy, it was the scoop of 
the century.

nations of Europe and America. This 
aged man—he is now nearly eighty 
years old—is still the main reliance 
of the Manchu dynasty which he has 
faithfully served, though he is of 
pure Chinese blood. 
From Shang- 


hai he is even now adroitly using 
every means to make advantageous 
terms for his government. 


In view of the present crisis in 


China it is an interesting fact that 
when Bishop E. B. Heudrix, of the 
Methodist church, south, returned 
to Kansas City four years ago from 
the far east, he brought this message 
from Li Hung Chang: 


"Say to the American people for 


me to send over more men for the 
schools and hospitals, and I hope to 
be in a position to aid and protect 
them. 
More are needed. More are 


needed.» 


Li Hung Chang is a tall, power- 


fully built man, with a military 
goatee and a mustache. 
His height 


is six feet two inches and he weighs 
close to 200 pounds. 
In his youth 


he had remarkable strength and in 
old age he carries himself with a 
soldiery bearing. 
His eyes are 


laige, black and penerating; his skin 
wrinkled and yellow. 
His correct 


habits of life have often been com- 
mented on. 
"Flowery paths are not 


long," is one of his sayings. 


When General Grant returned to 


the United States 
from his trip 


around the world more than twenty 
years ago, he ranked three men 
whom he had met in.the same class. 
The three were Gladstone, Bismarck 
and Li Hung Chang. 
It is inter- 


esting to note that all three came 
from middle class families, and each 
rose to be the dominating figure in 
his country. 
Like Gladstone, the 


Chinaman is a man of letters. 
He 


first attracted attention by the bril- 
liancy of his answers in the examina- 
tions in the Chinese classics. Then 
he became a member of the Hanlin 
college, which stands in China for 
what the Academy represents 
in 


France. 
Like Bismarck, and a far 


greater degree than the German, he 
has been a soldier. 
After Grant's 


visit the viceroy remarked: 


"General Grant and I have sup- 


pressed the.two greatest rebellions 
known in history." 


The rebellion he referred to was 


the Tai Ping movement to over- 
throw the'Manchu dynasty. 
It was 


started by a disappointed farmer 
who had failed to pass the civil serv- 
ice examination, 
and had 
then 


dreamed he was divinely commis- 
sioned to be emperor of China. About 
20,000,000 lives were lost in the 
suppression of the insurrection. Li 
Hung Chang commanded the im- 
perial forces, which included the 
ever victorious army under Ward, 
the American, and later under the 
irascible Chinese Gordon. 
The Eng- 


lish soldier repeatedly quarreled 
with his Chinese superior over Li's 
cruelty and treachery, and several 
times threw up his command. 
On 


one occasion he even hunted for 
China's "grand *old man" with a re- 
volver to kill him for murdering 
captives 
to whom Gordon 
had 


pledged protection. 


A few years after the war Li Hung 


Chang became viceroy of the capital 
province of Chih-Li, and a man of 
many duties. 
He was the Hay, 


Root, Gage, Long, Grifegb* 
and Smith of the Chinese 
ment. 
The tasks of a full cabinet 


came on hia shoulders* 
He passed 


on all questions of national import, 
prepared roads for the burial of the 
dead emperor, took charge of the 
transportation of four sticks of tim- 
ber from the ocean to Pekin for use 
as lantern poles in the temple of 
heaven, resitted French encroach- 
ments in Cochin China, and soothed 


applied, but some poisonous leaves 
were used and Li's cheek, badly swol- 
len* was again put in charge of for- 
eign doctors. 


This dominant man of the Orient 


has acquired much of his wisdom by 
atking questions. When the world's 
fair commissioner to China, A. B. de 
Guerville, called on him a few years 
ago the viceroy shook hands 
and 


then smoked in silence for five min- 
utes. Finally he said, abruptly: 


"Ah! ah! How oldP" 
The commissioner, who had been 


warned to expect questions and had 
determined to try his skill at pairy, 
answered: 


"Quite young in years, your excel- 


lency, but pretty old in experience, 
as you will see." 


"Ah, ah, ah," said the viceroy in 


surprise* 
Then he smiled and re- 


marked: 


"This is not an 
answer. When 


were you bornf" 


"So long ago, your excellency, that 


I cannot remember." 


*-And how old i? your wife?" 
"I have no wife, your excellency." 
"Why are you not married?" 
"Because, your excellency, it takes 


two to make a bargain in our coun- 
try." 
\ 


At that Li Hung Chang gave up 


and said: 


"We had better get down to busi- 


ness. You are welcome. What can 
I do for you?" 


When the viceroy was in 
New 


York he met Mayor Strong. During 
the interview he asked the mayor 
why he had not taken part in the 
civil war. Mr. Strong replied that 
his brother had been in the army 
and he bad stayed at home to take 
care of the family. 


"Ah," said Li. "You were a very 


good soldier in time of peace, I sup- 
pose, and a very good civilian in time 
of war." 


During his visit to England he 


met Mr. Gladstone and Lord Salis- 
bury. 
He summed up his opinion 


of the two in this way: 


"Your Loid Salisbury is a man 


who says little and means 
much. 


Your Mr. Gladstone is a man who 
says much and means little.'* 


Li Hung Chang in his forty years 


of public life has accumulated a com- 
petency. His possessions are rated 
in value all the way 
from a few 


thousand to 50 million dollars. Dur- 
ing the last few years he has en- 
gaged extensively in manufactures 
and trade. He has built many fac- 
toiies for the making of silk and 
other Chinese wares prized in the 
west and he is a large owner of stock 
in the merchant fleet of China. 


Since the Japanese war his life has 


been a series of ups and downs* De- 
graded for the Chinese defeat, he was 
restored to rank and sent to make 
terms with the conquerors. In Japan 
he was wounded by a would-be as- 
sassin. Then, after two years of re- 
tirement he was sent to St. Peters- 
burg to represent his government at 
the coronation of the czar* He re- 
turned home through several Euro- 
pean capitals at which he was re- 
ceived with great consideration. As 
his steamer entered New York har- 
bor it was received with a salute by 
the North Atlantic squadron and 
President Cleveland went to 
New 


York to receive him* Two years ago 
he was sent as viceroy to Canton, 
ostensibly to put down the pirates, 
but possibly to remove his influence 
from Pekin. Now, at the age of 78, 
he is again put forward as the buffer 
between the forces of the white and 
yellow races. 


One night when the local official* 


of the small village where we were 
stopping called, according to custom, 
to greet us and arrange for our fu- 
ture progress, says a writer in Har- 
per1* Weekly, 000 ul Cliem, a dear

China in the eastern 
hemisphere 


After other inquiries the first ma 
brightened up and said: 
"Oh, 


Enow now where your land is; it i 
between 
France 
and 
Germany," 


wheheupon the second, who had been 
carefully watching our faces and so 
perceived that the other was wrong 
again, repeated his hemisphere re* 
mark. As he ventured nothing more 
there was little doubt that that com* 
prised his knowledge of the world's 
geography, although there was con- 
siderable doubt that he really knew 
what a hemisphere was; yet these 
two men held important government 
positions and one of them has since 
been promoted and is on the high 
road to still greater places of trust, 
and to such men the people must look 
and rely on for their guidance.

than the nineteenth century after.

railway embankments—grass that i 
sent all over the world for this ex 
press purpose—so is common sand, i 
its natural place worth its weight in 
gold in defying the sea."

ities under the strongest sanction 
to protect them and their converts.

quarter of an inch this way or that. 
So greatly honored were the masons 
who builded these walls that they 
were free from taxation 
and called 


"free" masons. The trowel gets most 
of the credit for these buildings, and 
its clear ringing on stone and brick 
has sounded across the ages. 
But 


there is another implement of just as 
much importance as the trowel, and 
my text recognizes it. Bricklayers 
and stone-masons and carpenters, in 
the building of walls, use an instru- 
ment made of a cord, at the end of 
which a lump of lead is fastened. 
They drop it over the side of the 
wall, and,, as the plummet naturally 
seeks the center of gravity in the 
earth/ the workman discovers where 
the wall recedes, and where it bulges 
out and just what is the perpendicu- 
lar. 
Our' text represents 
0od as 


standing1 on the wall of character, 
which the Israelites had built, and, 
in that" way, testing it. "And the 
Lord said unto me, Amos, what seest 
thouP and I said, A plumb line/' 


NO HALF WAT. 


What the world wants is straight 


up-and-down religion. Much of the 
so-called piety of the day bends this 
way and that, to suit the times. It 
is oblique, with a low state of senti- 
ment and morals. We have all been 
building a wall of character, and it 
is glaringly imperfect and needs re- 
construction, 
How shall it be 


brought into perpendicular? Only 
by the divine measurement. "And 
the Lord said unto me, Amos, what 
seest 
thou? and I said, A plumb 


line." 


The Whole tendency of the times is 


to make us act by the standard of 
what otters £6.: We^row^over the 
wall <# 'bur' character the 
tangled 


plumb Hnfc of our lives and reject 
the infallible test which Amos saw. 
The question for me should not be 
what you think is right, but what 
Goo* thinks is right. This perpetual 
reference to the behavior of others, 
as though it decided anything but 
human falibility, is a mistake as 
wide as the world. There are 10,000 
plumb lines in use, but only one is 
true and eact, and that is the line of 
God's eternal right. There is a 
mighty attempt being made to recon- 
struct and fix up the Ten Command- 
ments, To many they seem too rigid. 
The tower of Pisa leans over about 
13 feet from the perpendicular, and 
people go thousands of miles to see 
its graceful inclination and to learn 
how, by what extra braces and vari- 
ous architectural contrivances, it is 
kept leaning from century to cen- 
tury, Why not have the 10 granite 


~ blocks of Sinai set a little aslant? 


Why not have the pillar of truth a 
leaning tower? Why is uot an el- 
lipse- as good as a suqare? Why is 
npt an oblique as good as straight 
up-and-down? My friends, we must 
have a standard; shall it be God's or 
man's? 


IN SOLOMON'S TIME. 


The divine plumb line needs to be 


thrown over all merchandise. Thou- 
sands of years ago Solomon discov- 
ered the tendency of buyers to fiepre- 
ciate goods. He saw a man beating 
down an article lower and lower, and 
saying, it was not worjh the price 
aaked, and when he has purchased at 
the lowest point he told everybody 
what a sharp bargain he had struck, 
and how he had outwitted the mer- 
chant* "It 
is fraught, saith the 


buyer; but when he is gone his way, 
then he boaateth" (Proverbs xx,, 14). 
Society is so utterly askew in this 
matter that you seldom find a seller 
asking the price that he expects to 
get; he puts on a higher value than 
he expects to receive;, knowing that 
he will have to drop. 
And if he 


wants 50 he asks 75. And if 
ha 


waats 2,000 he asks 2,500. "It is 
naught,*' saith the buyer. "The fab- 
ric id defective, the style of goods is 
poor; I can get elsewhere a better 
Article at A smaller price. It is out 
of fashion; it is damaged; it will 
f&de; it will not wear well.'* After 
a while the merchant, from over per- 
suasion or from desire to dispose of 
thai particular stock of goods, says: 
"Well, take it at your own price,4' 
and the purchaser goes home with 
light step and calls into his private 
office his confidential friends 
and 


chuckles while IK tells how for half 
price. he got the goods. In

words, he lied and was proud of it

I have deep sympathy 


for the laboxing classes who toil with 
hand and foot. 
But we must not 


forget the business men, who, with- 
out any complaint ox bannexed pro- 
cession through the street, axe en- 
during a stress of circumstances ter- 
rific. 
The fortunate people of to- 


day axe those who axe receiving daily 
wages or regular salaries. 
And the 


men most to be pitied axe those who 
conduct & business while prices axe 
failing and -yet try to pay their 
clerks and employes, and are in such 
fearful straits that they would quit 
business tomorrow if it were not fox 
the wreck and ruin of others. When 
people tell me at what a ruinous low 
price they purchased an article # 
gives me more dismay than satis 
faction. 
I know it means the bank- 


ruptcy and defalcation of men in 
many departments. 
The men who 


toil with the brain need full as much 
sympathy as those who toil with the 
hand. 
All business liffe is struck 


through with suspicion, and panics 
are the xesult of want of confidence. 


The pressure to do wrong is 


stronger f xom the * fact that in oux 
day the large business houses axe 
swallowing up the smaller, the 
whales dining on blue fish and min- 
nows, 
The large houses undersell 


the small ones, because they buy in 
gxeatex quantities and at lower 
figures from tne producer. 
They 


can afford to make nothing, ox ac- 
tually lose, on some styles of goods, 
assured they can make it up on 
others. 
So, a great dxy goods house 


goes outside of its xegular line and 
sells books at cost or less than cost, 
and that swamps the booksellers; or 
the, dry goods house sells bxic-a-bxac 
at lowest figures, and that swamps 
the small dealer in bric-a-brac. And 
the same thing goes on in other 
styles of merchandise, and the con- 
sequence is that all along the busi- 
nefes street* of all our cities there 
axe niextfhants of small capital, who 
are in terrific, struggle to keep their 
heads above water.

This is nothing 


against the, man who has the big 
-store, for evexy man has as laxge a 
stoxe and as great business as he can 
manage. 
CELESTIAL' RE-ENFORCEMENT 


To feel right and to do right under 


all this pressure requires martyr 
grace, requires divine support, xe- 
quires celestial re-enforcement. Yet 
there are tens of thousands of such 
men getting splendidly through 
T&ey see others going up and them 
selves going down, but they keep 
their patience and theix couxage anc 
theix Christian consistency, 
and 


aftex awhile theix success will come 
Thexe is generally xetxibution in 
some form for greediness. 
The 


owners of the big business will die 
and theix boys will get possession o 
the business, atfd with a cigax in 
their months, and full to the chins 
with the best liquor, and behind a 
pair of spanking bays, they will pass 
everything on fhe turnpike road to 
temporal and eternal perdition. Then 
the business will break up and the 
smaller dealers will have fair oppor- 
tunity. 
Ox the spirit of content- 


ment and right feeling will take 
possession of the large firm, as re- 
cently with a famous business house, 
and the firm will say: 
"We have 


enough money for all our needs and 
the needs of oux children; now let us 
dissolve business and make way for 
other inen in the same line," 
In- 


stead of being startled at a solitary 
instance of magnanimity, it will be- 
come a common thing. 
I know of 


scores of great business houses that 
have Jiad their opportunity of vast 
accumulation and who ought to quit. 
But perhaps for all the day* of this 
generation the struggle of small 
houses $o keep alive under the over- 
shadowing pressure of great houses 
will 
continue; 
therefore, 
taking 


things as they are, you will be wide 
to preserve 'your equilibrium and 
your honesty and your faith, and 
throw orer all the counters and 
shelves and casks the measuring line 
of divine right. "And the Lord said 
unto me, Amos., what seest thou? and 
I said ft plumb line."

pn aesthetic religion that by rules of 
exquisite taste would lift the heart 
out of its deformities, and religions 
of all sorts, religions by the peck, re- 
ligions by the square foot, and re- 
ligions by the ton—all of them de- 
vices of the devil that would take 
;he heart away from the only reli- 
gion that will ever effect anything 
'or the human race, and that is the 
straight up-and-down religion writ- 
ten in the book which begins with 
Genesis and ends with 'Revelation, 
the religion of the skies, the old xs~ 
ligion, the God-given religion, 'the 
everlasting 
religion, which says, 


'Love God above all and your neigh* 
bor as yourself." All religions but 
one begin at the wrong end and in 
the wrong place. 
The Bible re* 


igion demands that we first get right 
with Ood. It begins at the top and 
measures down, while the other reli- 
gions begin at the bottom and try to 
measure up.

The excitement of the past month 
hat has agitated this country and 
Europe concerning the foreign min- 
sters and attaches at Pekin recalls 
the fact that from the most ancient 
times the person of an ambassador 
or minister has been held inviolable 
—the privilege being extended to all 
:he personnel of his legation, so that 
when friendly relations are severed 
between his government and the one 
to which he is accredited he is given 
passports to insure his safety until 


shall have passed from tbe limits 


of the country. 


Even to insult an ambassador has 


always been regarded 
as a most 


serious international offense, Alex- 
ander the Great destroying the city of 
Troy on that account. 


So strong, indeed, is the protec- 


tion accorded to an 
envoy at all 


times that thexe axe but 
few in- 


stances of the actual complicity of a 
government being txaced to outrages 
upon his security. 


Chief among such, however, was 


the murder of Dr. Donislaus, 
the 


British minister to Holland, in 1649; 
that of the French envoys to Austria 
in 1799, and in this century of the 
British envoys at Kabul in 1841 and 
1878, resypectively. 


The assassination of Dr. Donislaus 


was due principally to his connection 
with the trial of King Charles, as 


s of the parliamentary counsel. 


A number of English royalists had 
sought refuge at The Hague, and on 
the day a^tex the doctor's arrival suc- 
ceeded in dealing him a fatal blow. 
In this case the thinly veiled sym- 
pathy of the 
reigning stadthodex 


pxotected the muxderers from arrest 
and punishment, though* the crime 
was regarded by other princes as 
even greater than the execution of 
King Charles. 


The assassination of the 
French 


envoys at Bastadt in 1799 was of a 
particularly treacherous 
character. 


War had 
been declared 
between 


France and Austxia, but the three 
French plenipotentiaries remained 
at their post, relying upon the pxo- 
tectioiv of their office. 
On the night 


of Apxil 28 they were suddenly or- 
dered to leave Bastadt, and had gone 
but a short distance when they wexe 
ambushed by a regiment of Austrian 
hussars. 
MM. Bonniex and Bober- 


geot were instantly killed, but the 
third, Jean Debxy, though wounded, 
succeeded in making his escape back 
to the city. 


Perhaps the nearest parallel to the 


present tragedy at Pekin was that 
of Six William Macnaghten and his 
companions at Kabul in 1841, The 
British envoy and two officers of his 
household having been lured, 
un- 


armed, to the palace, . wexe thexe 
ruthlessly butchexed by the ameex's 
son. 
The story of the subsequent 


retreat of the 4,500 British troops 
of whom 600 were Europeans and 
1,200 camp followers, is one of the 
most texxible in 
history. Among 


the snow-qovexed passes they wexe 
encompassed on all sides 
and at- 


tacked at every step by 
fanatical 


hordes of Afghans. 
Of that army 


only one wretched individual, 
Dx. 


Brydone, crawled into Jalalabad to 
tell of the horror of that march. 


Again, on September 3, 1878, Kabul 


was the scene of the assassination 
of another British envoy. Sir Lewis 
Cavagnari, after holding out fox sev- 
exal days in the residency against 
the ameex*s xevolted troops, was com- 
pelled, by the fixing of the buildings 
to sally forth and perish with his 
companions. It was to avenge this 
outrage that Lord Roberts made his 
famous maxch to Kabul and Kan- 
dahar. 


The last sexious attack upon the 


life of an envoy was that of a Jap- 
anese fanatic upon Li Hung Chang 
at the close of the Japan-Chinese war 


The manner in which the Japanese 


government swiftly visited punish- 
ment upon the pexpetxator and the 
ample satisfaction 
offered 
to the 


Chinese minister in a large measure 
emphasized the claim of the 
Jap- 


anese to be considered one of 
the 


civilized powers.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 11.—The Of- 


ficial Messenger today publishes the 
following:

gram today direct from M. De Glcrs 
(the Hur-sian minister nt the Chinese 
capital) from Pekin. 


"The dispatch was evidently taken 


by special courier to Tsi-Nan from 
the capital of Shan-Tun, and was 
thence telegraphed August 7 by the 
local yamen. 


1;M. DeGiers announces that the 


siege of the legations continues, the 
besieged still having some provisions 
left. 
The Chinese government pro- 


poses to transmit the ministers' mes- 
sages and that they leave Pekin. 


"As the ministers had not sufficient 


guarantee, they replied that they 
must receive the permission of their 
governments before leaving the city." 


The Messenger then announces that 


the czar's approval has been given 
for M. De (Hers to start for Tien-Tsin 
with his entire staff and the marine 
guard, on condition that the assur- 
ance is given at Pekin and that the 
emperor afford them sure guarantee 
that the journey can be undertaken 
without danger. At the same time

Chinese minister here, who says that 
Earl Li is eminently qualified to per- 
form such service in case the im- 
perial government determines upon 
such a course. 


As stated, however, the fact that 


peace overtures are eminent have 
not been officially communicated to 
the minister here or, so far as is 
known, to the state department.

There is little that is new in the 
message beyond the ominous reitera- 
ion of Mr. Conger's statement that 
he situation was desperate.

Monger's message, saying that the 
egationers me prepared to hold on 
ndefinitely no matter what the out- 
onie may be, is considered gratifying 
ntelligence, because it indicates that 
be besieged ministers are not grow- 
ng faint-hearted and will stand out

Tins message, like the others that 


mve preceded it, contains no intima- 
ion that any of the numerous mes- 
sages forwarded by this government 
lave reached the beleaguered foreign- 
ers in the Chinese capital. 


General Gaselee, the English com- 
mander at the front, contains few de- 
tails not already known. 


General Gaselee's statement shows 


that the Chinese occupied trenches 
and that the foreign forces were com- 
pelled to assault them.

FLUID FROM CITY MAINS IN 


HIGH DISFAVOR. 


BIG RUSH TO SWINNEY PARK 


WHERE ADDITIONAL PIPES ARE 


NOW INSTALLED. 


PRIVATE WELLS AND SHOPS 


SUPPLYING THOUSANDS OF CON- 


SUMERS EVERY DAY. 


Very few Fort Wayne people are 


now using the fluid dispensed by the 
city waterworks system, either as a 
hever.ig-e or for culinary purposes. 
Since the turning of the water from, 
the feeder canal into the mains sev- 
eral days ago there has been a gen- 
fral nnd concerted rush to the flow- 
ing well at Swinney park, the big1 


artesian well on the White outlets, 
near the IVIaiimee river, and to the 
private wells all over the city. 


Perhaps the best estimate of the 


situation can be made after a brief 
visit to Swinney park. This well has 
always been a favorite, and not all 
evening passed but what hundreds of 
people visited the natural fountain to 
sip its waters and to carry away a 
supply for the'home. Since the canal 
water ma.de its advent into the city 
mains these hundreds have swelled 
into thousands, and there is now 
hardly a moment in the day that the 
Swinney park well is not surrounded 
by a throng of people awaiting their 
turn to get a supply of the water. 
Fails, jugs, jars, bottles and about 
every other conceivable variety of 
vessel is brought into requisition to 
transport the supply, and people from . 
distant sections of the city make the 
trip to the park in a constant swelter- 
ing, perspiring procession. 


The former facilitites proved total- 


ly inadequate to accommodate the 
crowds clamoring for the water, and 
this morning the board o£ works had 
four additional pipes placed at the 
well. The new pipes are two inches 
in diameter, with a T at the end of 
each, so that there are now twelve 
streams (lowing from the well in- 
stead of but four, as formerly. The 
holes in the standpipe have also -been 
plugged, so that the entire output o£ 
the well is now accessible from the 
pipes at the circumference of 
the 


basin surrounding the well. 


In the eastern part of the city a 


similar situation is seen, though per- 
haps not on quite so large a scale. 
.Hundreds are carrying water from 
the artesian well upon the White 
tract, nnd the private wells in every 
part of thn city are all supplying 
a quota that is far beyond customary 
usage. Many of the shops and fac- 
tories where large wells are located 
have kept their pumps going con- 
stantly, and arranged to accommo- 
date private consumers within their 
immediate districts. 


The Bass 
Foundry and Machine 


company yesterday placed its own 
water works in operation. The sup- 
ply is drawn from a 320-foot well on 
Virginia street by a steam pump, 
which has a capacity of 300 gallons 
per minute, though it is only pump- 
ing 180 gallons per minute at pres- 
ent. 
The mains in the west side of 


Hanna street only are connected with 
this pumping service, though it is 
the intention to some day extend tlifi 
service to the big foundries on the 
east side of the street. 
This water 


has the mineral taste which charac- 
terizes the water from the old ar- 
tesian well nt the court house and is 
supposed to possess rare 
medicinal 


properties. 
A compressed air pump 


also is at work on the well and all 
Iny yesterday and today it kept flow- 
'ng a stream of water from which 
mndre.rls of the citizens in that part 
if the city supplied their houses for 
drinking and cooking purposes.

INVADED THE PHILIPPINES. 


$ 
THE CHINESE HAVE BEEN THERE FOR CENTURIES AND 


NOW EXERT MUCH INFLUENCE. 


In recent years the Cliinese hav 


been exerting no little influence upo 
Philippine affairs, there being 
Jtss than 50,000 of these queer Celes 
tials among the population of Manil 
nnd thousands scattered throughoi 
tiie islands, and 
according • to ol 


Spanish records preserved in Manil 
the coming of the Chinese to Manil 
and the Philippines dates back aev 
eral centuries. 
Owing to the prox 


imity of the Philippines to the coas 
it is quite probable that the Chines 
had visited the islands hundreds o 
years before they were known to th 
people of Europe. 
To 
this 
day r 


trace of resemblance to the Chines 
can be distinguished in mnny of th 
Philippine- tribes. 


The first Chinese invasion of the 


Philippines of which we have nu< 
thentic record occurred in 1574, dur 
ing tho administration of Gnido d< 
Lnvezares, the second. Spanish gov- 
ernor general of the Islands. Li-Ma- 
Horig, a noted corsair of the Chinese 
const, arrived in Manila bay on No- 
vember 29, 15T4, with sixty-two ves- 
sels. His was a voyage of conquest 
nnd plunder, and before this time he 
h\d made a number of similar voy- 
ages to the various islnnds ndjncent 
to the Chinese coast. . Ho landed 400 
men under Sio-Co, but this force wns 
icadily repulsed by a force of 120 
Spaniards. In the first fight the de- 
fenders of Manila lost 
Martin de 


Goiti, who had come to Manila as the 
lieutenant of Legaspi, who planted 
the first Spanish settlement at Ma- 
nila, nnd became the first goverm 
general of the Islands. 
Goiti was 


killed while defending his own house 
and his loss was a serious one to the 
Spanish. 


When the first assault failed Li- 


Mn-Hong landed a body of 1,500 men 
and assaulted the Spanish position. 
Three hours after tho battle began 
Salcedo arrived with reinforcements 
for the Spanish nnd the Chinese were 
soon routed. 
Li-Ma-Hong then set 


sail for tho north and soon fortified 
himself nt Lingnyen, in the province 
of Paugashiaii. 
Salcedo followed 


him with a force of 250 Spaniards 
and 1,500 natives and finally, nearly 
ten months after the Chinese corsair 
had first appeared hi Manila bay, he 
was defeated and driven from the 
islands. In 1580. during the rule of 
Gonznln Ilonquillo, the fourth yov- 
einor general, another Chinese inva-j 
sion wns repelled, 
nnd about that 


time a Japanese piratical flotilla did 
much mischief, but wns finally driven 
awny. 


In the meanwhile quite a number 


of Chinese h.id located at Manila. 
In 1500 Gomez Dnsmariiuis became 
governor of the Philippines, nnd in 
order to guard against future inva- 
sions he built the groat walls which 
surround old Manila to this day, nnd 
which, although moss-covered, nre 
still in n good state of preservation. 
With their gntes nnd moats nnd pnr- 
npets, these old walls present a cur- 
ious relic of the middle ages. 
The 


Chinese prisoners captured from the 
invaders who had come down from 
the Chinese coast were compelled to 
labor 011 these old walls, nnd most 
of tho other Chinese in Manila were 
similarly employed. 


Under the rule of Gomez Dnsmar- 


inas there 
occurred 
another event 


which has sonic connection with the 
Chinese in Manila. In 1503 he fitted 
out a fleet of six galleys and a num- 
ber of other vessels. 
These 
were 


manned by 400 Chinese oarsmen and 
carried n force of 1,000 Spanish sol- 
diers, 400 native arquebusiers nnd 
1,000 archers nnd lancers. The ex- 
pedition set sail from Cnvite bound 
for the conquest of the 
Moluccas, 


and the strong boxes of the ships 
carried twelve thousand Mexican dol- 
lars for the payment of the necessary 
expenses. 
When a short time out 


to sen the 
squadron 
encountered 


severe storms, 
which required the 


united efforts of all on board to resist. 
Th i s danger wn s scarce over when 
the Chinamen mutinied and killed 
most of the Filipinos and Spaniards, 
Gomez Dasinarlnas among the others. 
Then they steered for tho Chinese 
coast, but -were driven 
to 
Cochin 


China, where they were relieved of 
their spoils and most of them were 
killed.

The 
Saturday Evening- Post gives a list 
of thirty combinations each of which 
has a capitalization of over fifty mil- 
lions of dollars. It says: 


"These thirty 
combinations rtre 


credited with capital amounting 'to 
two nnd one-third billions of dollars. 
The entire gen era 1 stonlc of money 
of nil kinds in the United States, 
gold, silver, notes and cerliflcatcr,, 
amounts to about $2,700,000,000. So 
thnt if all the four hundred com- 
bines In the list should try to turn 
their capitalizations into cnsh they 
would use up every penny of (he na- 
tion's money and then have only 
about 'lO per cent of their demands, 
Indeed, the thirty corporations men- 
tioned would nearly ns up all our 
cash. Of course, we know that busi- 
ness is transacted mostly 011 credit 
nnd this gives an entirely different 
view of the case, but the comparisons 
show the real financial hugeness of 
the modern combinations. 


"Congress and twenty-nine of the 


states hnve passed laws expressly 
designed nnd constituted to pro'hibit 
trusts, nnd yet the trusts have in- 
creased more rapidly since these laws 
were passed and have grown more 
in capitalization than ever before 
in the country's history. 


"A great trouble is the lack of uni- 


formity in the various laws. 
For 


instance, New Jersey, Delaware nnd 
West Virginia deliberately loosened 
and broadened their 
incorporation 


laws in order tn increase tlie income 
of the state government by the fees. 
At tlie same time 
Massachusetts, 


which is snitl to have the b«st cor- 
poration law in the country, has a 
state commissioner of corporations to 
examine nnd approve the certificate 
of organization, nnd compels every 
corporation to pay in 
the

it can begin business, and r.ftr.r th.it 
to make .ir.nual statements to the 
stats enmn'.iesifimr, rjviiijj {he de- 
tails of meetings, shr.reholdcra, cno- 
itnl stock, assets r.nd liabilities."

Further, in the event that the ex-

menced. Every stroke of the sharp 
tool must be accomplished with tin

Louis as -Ambassador, senior, 


'imrdian of the heir apparent, prime 
minister of state and earl of the first 
rank with the title of Suy." These 
were all the titles he hud at the time, 
but at the outbreak of the Chinese-

Pekin protested to the emperor anil 
iskeil for the voceroy's punishment 
for sacrilege. The extraction of coa 
by machinery, lie complained, dis- 
turbed the bones of ths emperor's* 
ancestors in the cemetery forty miles 
-uvny from the mines. 
At anotlie 


time an oliicial asked that Li be pun- 


shed on the- ground that his intro 
duction of foreign nits and appli 
ances had angered the imperial dra- 
gon. The dragon had consequently 
sent rains to cause flood?, which ha( 
resulted in great loss o life.

two incidents are vouched for by a 
former acting minister of the IJnitec 
States at Pekin. 


The viceroy himself has not been 


able to get rid of his Chinese train 
ing. While he was under trenlmen 
by European doctors for paralysis of i 
the face the native mannger of his 
coal mines assured him that a poul- 
tice made from leaves of a tree that 
had been struck by lightning would 
prove efficacious. 
The poultice was 


applied, but some poisonous leaves 
were used and Li's cheek, badly swol- 
len, was again put in charge of for- 


gn doctors.

has acquired much of his wisdom by 
asking questions.

with duly authenticated pnssports i: 
the interior, and also by a clause- 
said to have been surreptitiously in- 
terpolated—permitted 
them to pur- 


chase lands and erect buildings "in 
all the provinces."

English missionaries came in time to 
Bet the conventional benefit and the 
imperial sea] to their status and that 
of the missionaries of other countries 
was given by an edict in 1801, which, 
after declaring "the right of foreign 
missionaries to promulgate their re- 
ligion in China." directed the author- 
ities under the strongest sanction! 
to protect them and their converts.

quarter of an inch this way or that. 
So greatly honored were tho masons 
who buildrd these waits tint they 
were free from taxation 
and called 


"free" masons. The trowel gets most 
of the credit for these buildings, nnd 
its clear ringing on stone and brick 
has sounded across the ages. 
But 


there is another implement of just as 
much importance as the trowel, and 
ray text recognizes it. 
Bricklayers 


and stone-masons and carpenters, in 
the building of walls, use an instru- 
ment .made of a cord, at the end of 
which a. lump of lead is fastened, 
They drop it over the side of the 
wall, and, as the plummet naturally 
seeks the center of gravity in the 
earth,' the workman discovers where 
the wall recedes, and where it bulges 
out and just what is the perpendicu- 
lar.

is a mistake as

plumb lines in use, but only one is 
true and eact, and that is the line of 
God's 
eternal right. 
There 
is a 


mighty attempt being made to recon- 
struct and fix up the Ten Command- 
ments. To many they seem too rigid. 
Tho tower nf Pisa leans over about 
13 feet from the perpendicular, and 
people go thousands of miles to see 
its graceful inclination nnd to learn 
how, 
by what extra braces find vari- 


ous architectural contrivances, it is 
kept leaning from century to cen- 
tury. Why not have the 10 gnmile 
blocks of Sinai set a little aslant? 
Why not have the pillar of truth a 
loaning tower? 
Why is Dot an el- 


lipse as good as a suqareP Why is 
not an oblique as good .is straight 
iip-aml-downi1 .My friends, wo must 
have a standard; shall it be God's or 
man's? 


IN SOLOMON'S TIME. 


The divine plumb line needs to be 


thrown over all merchandise. Thou- 
sands of years ago Solomon discov- 
ered the tendency of buyers to depre- 
ciate goods. He saw a man beating 
down nn article lower and lower, and 
saying it was not worth the price 
asked, and when he has purchased at 
thfi lowest point he told everybody 
what a sharp bargain he had struck, 
and how he had outwitted the mer- 
chant, "It 
is naught, saith the 


buyer; but when he is gone his way, 
then heboastcth" (Proverbs xx., 14). 
Society is so utterly askew in this 
matter that you seldom find a seller 
asking the price that he expects to 
get; he puts on a higher value than 
he expects to 'receive, knowing that 
he' will have to drop. 
And 
if he 


wants 50 he asks 75. 
And if 
ha 


wants 2,000 lie asks 2,500. "It is 
naught,'1 saith the buyer. "The fab- 
ric is defective, the style of goods is 
poor; I can get elsewhere a better. 
article at a smaller price. It is out 
of fashion; it is damaged; it will 
fade; it; will not wear well." After 
a while the merchant, from over per- 


afjninst the. man who has the big 
•sture, for every man has as large a 
store and as great business as he can 
manage. 
CELESTIAL 
RE-ENFORCEMENT. 


To feel right and to do right under 


all this pressure 
requires martyr 


grace, requires divine support, re- 
quires celestial re-enforcement.. Yet 
there are tens of thousands of sucli 
men getting splendidly 
through.

Jslylef'of tax- 
ation, and there is a humanitarian 
religion that looks after itself, and 
there is a legislative religion that 
proposes to rectify 'all wrongs by 
enactment of better laws, and there is 
RII aesthetic religion that by rules of 
exquisite 'taste would lift the heart 
out of its deformities, and religions 
of all sorts, religions "jy the peck, re- 
ligions by the square foot, and re- 
ligions by the ton—all of them de- 
vices of the devil that would take 
the heart away from the only reli- 
gion that will ever effect anything 
for the human race, and that is tho 
straight up-and-down religion writ- 
ten in the book which begins with 
Genesis nnd ends with 'Revelation, 
the religion of the skies, Die old ra- 
Hgion, .the God-given religion, 'the 
everlasting 
religion, 
which says, 


"Love God above all and your neigh- 
bor as yourself." All religions but 
one begin at the wrong end and in 
the wrong place. 
The Bible re- 


ligion demands that we first get right 
with God. It begins at the top nnd 
measures down, while tho other reli- 
gions begin at the bottom and try to 
measure up.

Historical 
Instances^ 
Where 


Envoys Have Been 
ASSUB- 


sinated. 


The excitement of tho past month 


that lifts agitated this country nnd 
Europe concerning the foreign min- 
isters nnd attnches nt Pekin recalls 
the fact thnt from the most ancient 
times the person of nn ambassador 
or minister hns been held inviolable 
—the privilege being extended to all 
the personnel of his legation, so that 
ivhen friendly relations are severed 
between his government nnd the one 
to which he is accredited he is given 
passports to insure his safety until 
he shall have passed front the limits 
of the country. 


Even to insult nn ambassador has 


.ilways been 
regarded 
ns a most 


serious international offense, Alex- 
.uider the Great destroying the city of 
Troy on that account. 


So strong, indeed, is the protec- 


tion accorded to nn 
envoy 
at all 


times that there are but 
few in- 


stances of the actual complicity of n 
government being traced to outrages 
upon his security. 


Chief among such, however, was 


the murder. of Dr. Doiiislaus, 
the 


British minister to Holland, in 1G'19; 
thnt of tlie French envoys to Austria 
in 1799, and in this century of the 
British envoys nt Kabul in 1841 and 
1378, resypectively. 


The assassination of Dr. Doiiislaus 


wns due principally to his connection 
with the trial of King1 Charles, as 
one of the parlianientnry 
counsel. 


A number of English royalists had 
sought refuge at The Hague, and on 
the dny after the doctor's arrival suc- 
ceeded in dealing him a fatal blow. 
Iii this case the thinly veiled sym- 
pathy of the 
reigning 
stndthoder 


protected the murderers from arrest 
iind punishment, though* the crime 
was regarded by other princes 
as 


even greater thnn the execution of 
King Charles. 


The assassination of the 
French 


envoys nt Br.stadt in 1709 was of a 
particularly 
treacherous character. 


War had 
been 
declared between 


Franco r.ml Austria, but tlie three 
French 
plenipotentiaries remained 


at their post, relying1 upon the pro- 
tection of their office. 
On the night 


of April 28 they xvere suddenly or- 
dered to leave Bastadt, and had gone 
but a short distance when they were 
ambushed by n regiment of Austrian 
hussars. 
MM. Bonnier nnd Rober- 


geot were instantly killed, but the 
third, Jean Dcbry, though wounded, 
succeeded in making his escape buck 
to the city. 


Perhaps the nearest pnrrJIel to the 


present tragedy nt Pekin was that 
of Sir Willinm Mncnnghten and his 
companions at Knbul in 1841. The 
British envoy nnd two officers of his 
household having been lured, 
un- 


armed, to the palace. . were there 
ruthlessly butchered by the ameer's 
son.- 
The story of the subsequent 


retreat of the 4,500 British tyoops. 
of whom GOO were Europeans and 
1,200 camp followers, is one of the 
most terrible in 
history. 
Among 


the snow-covered passes they were 
encompassed on nil sides 
nnd at- 


tacked nt every step by 
fanatical 


hordes of Afghans. 
Of that army 


only one wretched individual, 
Dr. 


Brydone, crawled into Jalalabad to 
tell of the horror of that march. 


Again, on September 3, 1878, Knbul 


wns the scene of the assassination 
of another British envoy. Sir Lewis 
Ciivngnari, after holding out for sev- 
eral days in the residency 
against 


the nmecr's revolted troops, wns com- 
pelled, by the firing of the buildings, 
to sally forth and perish with his 
companions. 
It was to avenge this 


outrage that Lurd Roberts made his 
famous march to Knbul and 
Knn- 


dahnr. 


The last serious attack upon the 


life of nn envoy wns that of n Jap- 
nnese fanatic upon Li Hung Chang 
at the close of the Japan-Chinese war. 


Tlie manner in which the Japanese 


government swiftly visited punish- 
ment upon the perpetrator and the 
ample satisfaction 
offered 
to the j 


Chinese minister in n large measure | 
emphasized the claim of the Jap-

During 


that decade the southwestern

for his ability ns nn educator. 
Since 


he returned to Rome from Washing- 
ton he has been president of thu Aca- 
demy of. Noble Ecclesiastics, proba- 
bly the highest educational position 
in Italy aud in the Roman Catholic 
church. 


In his new position Cardinal Sn- 


tolll will be practically at the head 
of the missions of the Roman church 
and succeeds Cardinal LedochowskiJ 
who has been the prefect of the so- 
c ety for some years mid who will bfl 
remembered ns the ecclesiastic im- 
prisoned by Chancellor Bismarck at 
the time of the anti-Catholic move- 
ment 
in 
Germany. 
Twenty-eight 


cardinals form the governing body 
of the society, which is usually called 
the "S. P. F.,*' one of whom is Car- 
dinal Gibbons, archbishop of Balti- 
more, 


The Society for the Propagation of 


the Faith wns organized in Lyons in 
1822 and grew out of the work of 
two women, Mme, Petit and Mile. 
Jnricot, who had ' been separately 
working for the mission cause for 
seven or eight years before the or- 
ganization of the 
society. 
Mile. 


Jaricot is said to have been 
thu 


originator of the "cent a week" sys- 
tem of missionary contribution which 
s still In use by the society and (by 
which the most of its money 
is 


raised. 
The headquarters of the so- 


c sty have always been in Lyons, 
although much of its work is direct- 
ed by a council which meets in Paris. 


The '-S. P. P." has missions in 


Europe, Asia, Africa, America and 
Oceania, and has an annual income 
of about $1,350,000. 
This amount 


is applied, after payment of admin- 
istration expenses, as follows: 
To 


mission in 
Europe. $138,000, of 


which none is spent in England or 
Scotland, only $200 in Ireland, and 
9700 in Wnles. 
To missions in 


Asia, .$650.000; Africa.

details of these expenditures is fur- 
nished by the 
society, and when,

What is the salary of a Roman Cath- 
olic missionary? it is difficult to givo 
a definite answer. 
It will he noted, 


however, that a large part of, the 
income of the society is used for 
missions in Asia. 
M. Louvet, whn 


was formerly a missionary of the 
China, gives some idea of the amount 
received by the missionaries there 
when he says: 
''The annual salary 


of a missionary ranges from $100 
to $125 a year, iu addition to such 
help, more or less uncertain, as his 
family or friends in Europe may 
send him." 


Continuing, Irl. Louvet tells that 


the amount of money sent to the 
mission in western 
Cochin China, 


where he was, is entirely inadequate

point of fact, though the element had 
its dregs, lie was a man restive of dis- 
cipline. He didn't shirk fighting, but 
he wanted to fight when it ml how he 
pleased. His appetite craved some- 
thing better than army rations, and he 
uleo liadia curiosity to know what was 
going on between the lines. Xo mat- 
ter how stringent the orders or how 
watchful the provost guard, the "bum- 
mer" found a way to get out of camp 
and go wandering about. The advance 
guard of a marching army, whethrr 
cavalry or infantry, always found the 
free lauccs ahead ot them. Xow and 
then they acted^as scouts and brought 
lu valuable- information, but as a rule 
they had little concern except for 
jLhemselves. 


SaviiiMT the ProvGMt Uatird. 


Just before Hooker set his army in 


march for Chaneellorsville a provost 
guard of 100 me a was ordered nut to 
round, up a lot oE "bummers" who 
were raiding- the country to the cast.

As the confederates were fighting 


mostly at home there were few "bum- 
iii(>r.s" in comparison. There were guer- 
rilla bands who robbed friend and foe 
alike, but individual soldiers were not 
given to it. The golden opportunity 
came when Lee invaded Pennsylvania. 
Hcforc crossing the Potomac he issued 
the-strictest orders against loot ing, but 
thoy were observed only in Maryland. 
When the Yankee state was once 
reached thousands of men went to for- 
aging on their own account. They 
wore ahead of the army—behind it— 
on both flunks. They foraged on horse- 
buck,-on foot and in wagons. For 15 
miles on cither side of the highways 
they did not miss a farmhouse. The 
first callers gobbled the horses. The 
next wanted provisions. 
The next 


looted the houses. -Men on foot bore 
away looking-glasses, trunks, bedding, 
crockery, 
tinware—anything 
they 


could carry. Those on horseback hud 
great bundles in front and behind 
them. 
In a train of 23 confederate 


wagons captured on the retreat was 
found almost every article in use by 
civilised people. The "bummers" had 
taken plow points, d-rag- teeth, old har- 
ness collars, rusty spikes, cracked jugs, 
kegs of vinegar, handlelesa axes, and 
even the "old oaken buckets" from the 
wells. There were crowlmrs and iron 
wedges; there were buggy wheels ami 
lace cur taint;. 
There were farmers* 


boots, children's shoes and women's 
slippers, nnd hosiery belonging to nil 
of them. Jn one wagon a family Bible, 
two checkerboards, an old gun barrel, 
children's pintum books, Webster's 
dictionary, a lot of ".ucumber pickles 
and a worn-out harness were flung 
into a box together. The Pennsylva- 
nia Dutchmen were the principal suf- 
ferers, and they did not get through 
filing claims for live years after the 
wur. No houses or barns were burned, 
bill, no i a rim1 r escaped being despoiled. 
!NnI one in a do/en of them had ti«ie to 
hide anything, mid n quarter of an 
hour after the first "bummer" showed 
up tin; fanner was a financial wreck. 
NiiK'-lentliK of thi! stuff loaded up was 
worthless to the captors, but forage 
nntl commissary supplies were (hnnvn 
awiiy to take it in.

METALS GET TIRED. 


It is a fact of comparatively recent 


discovery in 
chemical metallurgy 


that metals lose their vitality from 
repetitions of shocks and strains, and 
may be said to suffer from fatigue- 
that is, they may be worked until 
their molecules1 fail to hold together 
and then they are in n state of ex- 
haustion. 


As is familiarly known, bars of tin, 


rods of brass and wires of any metal 
will separate, owing to fatigue, if 
bent backward and forward continu- 
ously. 
But by careful experiments; 


however, the fact is made to appear 
that a remedy exists for this condi- 
tion of metals, if the overstrain does 
not border on rupture, and this rem- 
edy is very much like that which ia 
applied in the case of an over-worked 
human frame—namely, rest. 


Feather-edged- tools receive their 


vitality better than any other. Of 
course, the length of time required 
for this vest varies with 
different 


metals, and the amount of strain to 
which they have been subjected. 


Hard metals, such as 
iron 
and 


steel, use up one and two years in 
the process. 
On the other Imnd, soft 


metals, like lead, retain 
their co- 


hesive force longer ami also require 
less rest. 


ONE OF OUH ANIMAL INSTINCTS.
